War Department Official Says 
There Is No Excuse - 
for Delay. 








ONLY BLOCK TO WORK 





O'Reilly, However, Has Had 
Specifications “in Prepara- 
tion” for Six Months. 


The free bridge plans required by the 
War Department could be prepared in 
two weeks, according to a War Depart- 
ment official who was interviewed by 
the Washington correspondent of the 


Post-Dispatch. 

President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements has had the plans 
‘4n preparation” more than six months. 


No one has thus far been able to learn 
when they will be ready for the War 
Department. The submission of the 
plans is the next step in order, and the 
failure to prepare them is now keeping 
bridge work at a standstill. 

A Washington dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch states that an official: of the 
War Department, familiar with bridge 
work, fixed the time needed for the 
preparations of the plans from the start 
as twogveeks, 

Might Take Longer. 

“Of course, if the St. Louis city of- 
ficlal who has the matter in hand is; 
crowded with other work which takes 
precedence over the bridge, it might 
take longer, say two months at the 
most, said the official. “But there ‘s 
nothing intricate about the department's 
requirements. . 

“While one of the things formally re- 
quired is a map showing the river for 
one mile above and one mile below the 
bridge site, there are maps in the de- 
partment which will answer the pur- 
pose, merely by making notations show- 
ing the proposed location. 

“All fhat is really required is the gen- 
eral plan for the bridge itself. 

“The department will require only a 
few weeks to pass on the plans. It may 
be decided to appoint a Board of En- 
gineers to hold hearings. In that case 
it might take six weeks.” 

Official an Authority. 

The official asked that his name be 
not published, desiring to avoid possi- 
ble controversy with St. Louis officials 
and engineers. He is an unquestioned 
authority on bridge matters in the de- 
partment. 

Three and one-half months ago, when 
a committee of the Municipal Assembly 
asked President O’Reilly why he did not 
learn exactly what the War Department 
required, and shape his work according- 
ly, he replied: 

“The Government will approve or dis- 
approve the plans after they are com- 


« pleted, but will give no information in 


advance as to its probable  require- 
ments.” 

It was stated to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent at the War Department 
that. not only are the Government's re- 
quirements not kept secret, but that

_ Drawings Only Requirement. 

Besides the map, which, as explained

What has become known as “the 

Cherry case” bears the distinction of be- 
ing the first tried in Missouri where a 
commoen-law wife asked for divorce and 
alimony. The case also won distinc- 
tion because of the extreme bitterness of 
the fight. At its conclusion witnesses 
taken to Paris, Mo., where the suit was 
tried before Judge Eby, by John Cherry, 
a rich paving contractor of Jackson- 
ville, Ill., assaulted twe attorneys and 
one witness for the woman whe had 
sued for divorce and $50,000 alimony. 
In many respeets the Cherry divorce 
suit was one of the most remarkable 
that ever came before a court in Mis- 
souri, or the whole country for that mat- 
ter. If Judge Eby, who has taken the 
case under advisement, finds that Cher- 
ry and the woman who asserts she is 
his wife by a common-law agreement 
made in Chicago, Jan. 1, 1905, did become 
fan and wife, then Cherry is a bigamist. 
lie married one of the prettiest girls in 
Northeastern Missouri, a member of one 
of the State’s oldest families, after it 
is alleged he married the woman whe is 
now suing him fer divorce. 

Cherry is the descendant of a family 
of religious Portuguese refugees from 
the Madeira Islands. Mrs. Cherry, as 
she is called all threugh the litigation, 
whose maiden name was Rachel Pierce, 
says she is a descendant of the old and 
aristocratic family of Percy in England, 
of which the Duke of Northumberland 
is the head. 

Father and Son Great Friends. 

Cherry is a man of 50 years, short, 
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with traces of gray in 
his hair and mustache. He is swarthy 
as a Portuguese from the Maderias 
would be. His father, John Cherry, ene 
of the richest men in Jacksonville, can 
neither read nor write, but is a shrewd 
business man. 

His son is his partner, and all the 
preperty owned by the fanilly in the 
name of John Cherry, which is toe ‘ame 
of both father and sen. They have 
never called themselves Cherry senior 
and junior. The family wealth consists 
of houses, stere buildings and lands in 
Jacksonville, @ 1600-acre farm at Paris, 
Mo., and other property scattered 
threugheut Illinois and Misseurl. The 
twe John Cherrys, father and son, are 
the closest and most affectionate of 
friends. 


Mfs. Rachel Pierce Cherry !s a pretty 
little woman of abeut 30 years She is 
slender and has the figure of a young 
girl. Her manrers are winning and she 
talks cleverly and writes well. Her let- 
ters show that she has not only excep- 
tional intelligence, but unusual powers 
ef expression. 

On the ether hand, John Cherry, whom 
she claims as husband, although shrewd, 
is illiterate. Mrs. Cherry effered mire 
than 200 letters in evidence In her suit 
against him at Paris. He did not deny 
writing them but sald “possibly he had 
written them.” 

Spelling Is Bad. 

He invariably wrote the first per. 
sonal pronouns with a small “i.” fre 
always spelled the . word “awfully,” 
which he frequently used, ‘‘ofly.” 
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the picturesque features of the State 
history. In Jacksonville there is a large 
section of the town krown as Madeira 
addition, in which many of the Portu- 
guese refugees from Madeira and Brazil 
live. Here ts also ‘‘Portugee Hill,” 
named after the refugees, which is & 
landmark.

Their 
livery stable in Jacksonville, which 
they still retain, is said te be the 
largest and finest in the wate, and 
the horses are the best that can be 
procured. 

Among the vehicles in the stable are 
numerous drags and four-in-hand 
coaches. The elder John Cherry now 
leoks after this business, while his son 
attends to the brick paving business 
and the big farm in Monroe ceunty, 
Missouri.

flying machine. The best experts of 
this courtry, including Delogrange, 
graciously acknowledge that the Ohio 
inventor has constructed a machine 
which, in efficiency of cperation, is far 
ahead of the best France has been able 
to produce. 
The masses are as teats interested in 
the Wright cofitrivance as the experts. 
A motor bus line has been established 
for the convenience of those who wish 
to observe the demonstrations, and it is 
doing a thriving business. 
The mst successful flight of all took 
place last Wednesday. Wright stole a 
march on the crowds which have been 
flocking to the racecourse of Les Hun- 
andieres during the last few days. They 
had taken it for granted that he would 
not fly till late in the afternoon, as he 
had done on previous occasions,’ and 
therefore only a few persons were on 
the racecourse. Mr. Wright w-~- pleased, 
on waking up, te&find himself compar- 
atively alone, and at once prepared for 
a flight. The machine was taken out 
of its shed soon after 7, and before 8 
o'clock he started on a longer flight 
than any he had attempted on the pre- 
vious days. The aeroplane rose with its 
usual ¢ase as soon as it was released, 
and on several occasions soared to a 
height of 40 feet or 50 feet. The dura- 
tion of the flight was exactly 6 minutes 
and 62 2-5 seconds. 
The wind was blowing at the rate of 
about ten miles an hour, and the ma- 
chine soared apparently with greater 
ease than in a calm. After alighting 
on the ground, Mr. Wright cheerfully 
consented to let the photographers take 
all the snap shots they liked. They, 
together with some newspaper corre- 
spondents, were about the only persons 
who had witnessed the flight. 


Important Improvements. 

As Mr. Wright multiplies his experi- 
ments, the superierity of his machine 
over other aeroplanes becomes more and 
more apparent. Contrary to M. Bleriot's 
opinion, that the absence of wheels, on 
which it could be moved about any- 
where, is a defect, the general impres- 
sion is that it Is an tmprovement. The 
wheels as used on French aeroplanes 
are an absolutely useless dead weight 
during flight, and are no use either for 
starting on rough or uneven ground. 
An aeroplane made on the pattern of 
those used by M. Delagrange or Mr. 
Farman could not possibly be started 
on the ground of the racecourse at Le 
Mans, which is full of holes, The Wright 
aeroplane, it is true, starts on a rail, 
but this, together with the catapult, is 
not half as cumbersome as the aero- 
plane itself, and can be transported 
from place to place with the same ease 
as the flying machine. 

Besides, for the practical purposes of: 
the start, the aeroplane is placed on a 
small carriage, which runs on wheels, 


as soon as the aeroplane flies. This is 
equivalent to relieving it of 80 much 
weight. The two runners which are un. 
der the machine are sufficient for the 
purpose of alighting, and. in fact, act 
as springs, deadening any little shock 
there might be when it touches the 
ground. 

Anyone who has seen M. Delagrange, 
Mr. Farman, M. Santos Dumont, mw. 
Blerfot and others practice with their 
machines at Issey-les-Moulineaux wil) 
at once see the immense superiority of 
the Wright method of starting. I have 
often watched one or other of the above 
aeronauts spend hours trying to get a 
start.

A second and a very essen- 
tial point is the fact that the Wright 
brothers can fly in the face of a strong 
wind, which no French aeronaut has 
yet done. A breeze blowing at the mild 
rate of ten or twelve miles an hour is 
sufficient to blow over any aeroplane 
yet exhibited at Issy-les-Moulineaux. 
The Wright aeroplane, on the contrary, 
is quite independent of such air cur- 
rents. It moves about with as much 
ease in a breeze as in a calm, and, in 
fact, the Wrights have shown that the 
wind, if anything, helps them in their 
flight. It is no wonder, therefore, that 
in yiew of these points of superiority, 
such experts as M. Delagrange should 
admit that they have been beaten by 
ths Wrights, and should be enthusiastic 
over the results.at Le Mans, 

French Enthusiasm. 

The success of Mr. Wright has infused 
new ardor into the French aviators, 


who have returned from Le Mans with 
a large supply of enthusiasm, to which 


they gave free vent this morning by 
numerous experiments on the drill 
ground at Issey-les-Moulineaux. The 


Minister of War has partially revoked 
his order closing the field to aviators, 
and permitted them to practice between 
the hours of 4 and 6 in the morning. 
This compelled the aeroplanists to rise 
at an unearthly hour, but they were not 
to be gainsaid, and at 4 o’clock several 
of them.threw open the doors of their 
sheds and hauled out their machines. 
The aeroplanes of M. Bleriot, of Capt. 
Ferber and another were soon. seen 
skimming over the field, but they, did 
not rise to the height of Mr. Wright's 
aeroplane, or execute his scientific loops, 
or describe his daring circles in the air. 
Each inventor, howeve" was full of new 
ideas, as well as enthusiasm, and the 
results will probably be a great step 





which behaved best was that of Capt. 
Ferber, who was able to make it go 
through a number of graceful maneu- 
vers, and it rose in the air and landed 
with considerable ease. 

The accident to the Wright machine 
last Thursday was inconsequential. 


Mr, Wright, in addition to his usual 
maneuvers in the air, made the com- 
plete circuit of: the field, and is sup- 
posed to have, covered a distance of 
nine or ten kilometers. He landed with 
customary ease, and after a short rest 
started on a second flight, intending 
this time to beat his own record by 
flying at a height of more than thirty 
yards; but the motor gave signs of 
distress, and he decided to come down 
after the flight had lasted 2 minutes and 
20 seconds: The machine was about to 
alight gradually, 48 on previous occa- 
sions, when a wrong movement of one 
of the levers caused it to tilt over too 
much to one side, and one of the wings 
was put out of order. The spectators 
rushed over to Mr. Wright’s assist- 
ance, thinking he might have been in- 
jured, but he was unhurt. After ex- 
amining the damage done, he said that 
tho repairs would take him a few days. 
During that time the moter car “Service 
des Aeroplanes’’ between Le Mans and 
the racecourse may be suspended, and 
the photographers can take a holiday. 


Camera Fiends,

The cinematographer 
carried away hig camera, and when 
he reached the grand stand his friends 
came to sympathise with him. “It is 
not.worth while,” he said to them. 
“IT tore up a blank film, and kept the 
good one.” An instant later he got 
into a motor car and was off. Cine- 
matograph views of Mr. Wright giv- 
ing chase to the photographers may, 
therefoore, amuse the crowds on the 
boulevards tonight. The conclusion 
of it all is that Mr. Wright has sur- 
rendered to the cameras, and photog- 
rapbers may pow take as many snap- 
shots as they like. ‘ 

The following explanation is given 
of the, accident which happened this 
morning. In his previous flights in 
America Mr. Wright war always ac- 
companied by his brother. There were 
four leverg to the mechanism, and 
each of the brothers: handled two of 
them. Since they are operating sepa- 
rately, the four levers had to be re- 
duced to two, which made things more 
complicated, and Mr. Wright had to 
accustom himself to the new working. 
To familiarise himself with the change 
was the object of his first experiments 
at Le Mans, and this also explains the 
hesitation which he had in the course 
of some of his flights, and the mis- 
‘takes which he said he made, but 
which were “hardly noticed by the 
public. 

Cause of the Accident. 


This, morning, when alighting ‘not 
far from hfs starting point, he noticed 
a deep hole in which his aeroplane 
was about to settle, and, wishing to 
avoid it, he used the levers wrongly, 
and instead of turning to the right, 











the machine suddenly tilted half over 
to the left, and one of the wings 
| struck the.ground with some force. 

There was a crash as the wooden fit- 
tings of the frame broke, and at first 
the damage was supposed to be much 
more serious than it ultimately turn- 
ed out. A few thin scantlings were 
broken, and part of the canvas was 
torn. Mr. Wright merely shrugged his 
shoulders, after looking at the broken 
parts, smiled stolieally, and said that 
the repairs would be easily made. 
The motor, the propellers, and: the 
steering devices were intact. The ac- 
cident occurred in front of the grand 
stand, and about ten yards away from 
the catapult. During the flight Mr. 
Wright nevertheless accomplished the 
object for which he had undertaken 
it, and had risen well to the height 
of about 100 feet, or more than 30 
metres. The damaged wing was at 
once detached, and the rest of the 
aeroplane was transported to the shed. 
After looking over the broken parts, 
which he did while whistling a tune, 
Mr. Wright said that he would have 
to replace four scantlings:at the top, 
and all the cross pieces. He imme- 
diately gave orders for the necessary 
wood. 

Among those who were present at the 
recent experiments was the daughter of 
Mr. Pierpont Morgan. She was greatly 
delighted at one of the flights of Mr. 
Wright, which he, in fact, executed last 
night at her request. 

M. Kapferer, engineer and constructor 
of the steerable balloon, Ville de Paris, 
who was present, gave his views on 
the Wright aeroplane. Coming from gan 
expert like him, his remarks are very 
much to the point. He said: » 


“I am not astonished at the success of 
the Wright brothers. I studied the 
question of aeroplanes with M. Henri 
Deutsch, and we knew that the Wrights 
had been practicing since 1900. We knew 
also that they had published descrip- 
tions of their experiments, and we were 








not among those who doubted their as- 


sertions. There was only one point which 
seemed obscure. We did not think that 
they were able to procure a sufficiently 
light motor in America, but afterwards 
I learned that they were having four 
motors built tn France on a model dé- 
signed by them, which the manufacturer 
assured me was very remarkable. What 
struck me principally on reaching the 
racecourse, just at a moment when Mr. 
Wright was executing a flight, was the 
slowing down movement which he can 
effect, and the quiet, facility with which. 
he can right any swaying motion caused 
by the wind. One has the feeling that 
he moves in the air as one would sitting 
in an armchair. The machine strikes 
me as very rustic, almost -rudimentary, 
and yet it is wonderfully ingenious. 
What will it be when it can be built 
with all the improvements and refine- 
ments of skilled workmanship? Their 
starting device has been criticised, but I 
find it very cleverly devised. It is im- 
possible always to find a ground suit- 
able fer starting our French machines 
on their wheels. The rail and the cata- 
pult of the Wrights do away with that 


difficulty. Before I saw it I could not 
believe that it Was practical, but now 
my opinion has-been changed. For mili- 
ery purposes it could render valuable 
services.

REPORT FOR GOVERNOR 


She Favors Cancelling Board 
Contract and Placing Men 
on Roads. 








GUTHRIE, Ok., Sept. 5.—That the 
Oklahoma convicts in the Kansas Peni- 
tentiary at Lansing are being insuffi- 
ciently fed, and housed in cells in- 
sufficiently ventilated and cleansed, and 
are subjected to the “‘water cure,” the 
dungeon and the thumbscrew, is the 
declaration of Miss Kate Bernard, Com- 
missioner of Charities, who has re- 
turned from Kansas, where she made 
a tour of inspection of the Lansing 
and Leavenworth penal institutions. 

Miss Bernard spent an entire day »#t 
Lansing, investigating the prisoners’ 
welfare. There are 536 Oklahoma con- 
victs in the Kansag prison, and dur- 
ing her stay she heard many harrow- 
ing tales from the prisoners, who, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the guards 
not to leave Miss Bernard alone with 
any prisoner, were inducec by ier to 


talk of their conditious, which in many 


instances they did with tears flowing 
freely and often. 

Miss Bernard visited the dungeon, or 
“dark hole,’ and found a 16-year-id 
boy from Oklahoma leaning against the 
wall, his hands chained at the wrists 
“and suspended high above his head, his 
toes barely touching the floor. 

It is required that each prisoner pro- 
duce three dumps of coal each day. 
Each vein Is 22 inches in diameter, ne- 
ceesitating the miner to lie either on 
his back or side in digging it. This bey, 
who had been there only a few days, 
and had never been in a inine before, 
iailed to produce the required three 
cars, had been placed in the dungeon 
at 6 p. m. 

Call for Warden Ignored, 

He was allowed to lie down during the 
night, upon the stone floor, without cov- 
ering of any kind. At 6 a, m. he asked 
that the Warden be sent to him, ex- 
pressing a willingness to do anything 


jn his power to relieve himself from the 


torture. One of the tules of the insti- 


‘tution is that when a prisoner calls for 


the Warden, he shall be notified at 
ence. The guard to whom this boy 
made his ‘request answered, “No, you 
will stay here for a while, you have not 
been punished enough yet. We don’t 
approve of the necessity of putting 
prisoners here a sécond time.” 

Nihe hours later Miss Bernard found 
him, suspendec by the wrists, which 
were blue and swollen from contact with 


*the chain, and heard his story, notwith- f 


standing the warning glances of the 
guard. 

Prisoners are frequently punished by 
the guards of their cwn accord, and 
without the knowledge of the Warden, 


to whom a report is supposed to be 


* made in each case of correction. 


The water cure is used in this form: 
A prisoner is placed in a box resembling 
a coffin, Nis* hands tied beneath him, 
and a hore turned upon his face: tn 
many instances filling his mouth, lungs, 
ears and nose with water. The water 
is played on him till it reaches a point 
where he can bend his head no farther 
to keep it from submerging his mouth 
and nose, and im this condition he is 
left until he becomes exhausted and 
falls back under the water. 

Mine Work Seems Cruel. 

Miss Bernard also inspected the coal 
mines and found men inexperienced in 
mining, hardling explosives and forced 
to lie in puddles of cold water six 
hours a day and dig coa! with a& smali 
Men cried when Miss Bernard 
talked with them, men hardened in 
crime and absolutely stoica) under or- 


| dinary circumstances. She penetrated 


the mines béyond the electric lights, be- 


yond the visitors’ limits, and watched 


the men dig, as they lay in the streams 
of dingy, black water. 

Miss Bernard later visitea Leaven- 
worth and found conditions there much 
more satisfactory than at Lansing. The 
prisoners have light, airy tleeping quar- 
ters with good sanitary arrangements 
‘and are not subjected to the water cure 
or the thumb screw. There is a dun- 
geon here, but instead ef inky black. 
ness and little fresh air, there is a 
ray cf iight through a transom and 
an air shaft running into the room 
Three meals, well cooked, are fur- 
nished the prisoners here each day. Miss 
Bernard said: 

“It is a surprising thing to me why 
the Oklahoma prisoners have not been 
placed in the Leavenworth Prison in- 
stead of Lansing. The deplorable state 
of affairs at Lansing are absent there 
and I find that there are less than half 
the mumber of corrections here that 
take place at Lansing. 

“While Warden Haskell made some 
improvements since he took charge at 
Lansing, tl.ere still remains ground for 
further imprevements. I have no inten- 
tion of antagonizing Warden Haskell, 
but I do think the dungeon features of 
that prison sheuld be eliminated with- 
out delay. Instead of priseners being 
Chained to the wall at Leavenworth, 
they are permitted some light and are 
required to break rock before they are 
given their meals. The obsolete con- 
tract system prevails at Lansing, and js 
the cause of many of the objections

“WATER CURE,” AS PRACTICED ON OKLAHOMA CONVICTS, 
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good treatment and well-cooked meals. 

“I sincerely hope.the officials of our 
new Penitentiary will be too humani- 
tarian to allow such a condition of af- 
fairs to -revail In this State as are now 
to be found in the Kansas Penitentiary. 
I hope to install electric fans in the 
working rooms at McAlester, where 
there is danger of the men becoming 
overheated during the hot weather.’’ 

Miss Bernard will lay a report of her 
investigations before the Governor on 
his return. She will make no effort to 
criticise the officials of the Kansas 
prison, she‘says, but will tell the facts 
as she found them. Miss Bernard 
heartily favers bringing the prisoners 
home and working them on. the roads. 

The contract with Kansas for the cus- 
tedy of Oklahoma prisoners expires in 
about four months.

This bey, 
who had been there only a few days,

cars, had been placed in the dungeon 
at 6 p. m. 

Cali for Warden Ignored, 

He was allowed to lie down during the 
night, upon the stone floor, without cov- 
ering of any kind. At 6 a. m. he asked 
that the Warden be sent to him, ex- 
pressing a willingness to do anything 
in his power to relieve himself from the 
torture. One of the ftules of the insti- 


“tution is that when a prisoner calls for 


the Warden, he shall be notified at 
once. The guard to whom: this boy 
made his request answered, ‘‘No, you 
will stay here for a while, you have not 
been punished enough yet. We don’t 
approve of the necessity of putting 
prisoners here a second time.” 

Nihe hours later Miss Bernard found

Mine Work Seems Cruel.

yond the visitors’ limits, and watched 
the men dig, as they lay in the streams 
of dingy, black water, 

Miss Bernard later visited Leaven- 
worth and found conditions there much 


more satisfactory than at Lansing, The 


prisoners have light, airy :leeping quar- 
ters with good sanitary arrangements 


‘and are not subjected to the water cure 


or the thumb screw, There is a dun- 
geon here, but instead ef inky black 
hess and little fresh air, there is a 
ray cf iight through a transom and 
an air shaft running into the room 
Three meals, well cooked, are fur- 
nished the prisoners here each day. Miss 
Bernard said: 

“It is a surprising thing to me why 
the Oklahoma prisoners have not been 
placed in the Leavenworth Prison in- 
stead of Lansing. The deplorable state 
of affairs at Lansing are absent there 
and I find that there are less than half 
the mumber of corrections here that 
take place at Lansing. 


The obsolete con- 
tract system prevails at Lansing, and js 
the cause of many of the objections 
rising there now. 


“WATER CURE,” AS PRACTICED ON 
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good treatment and well-cooked meals. 

“I sincerely hope the officials of our 
new Penitentiary will be too humani- 
tarian to allow such a condition of af- 
fairs to -revail in this State as are now 
to be found in the Kansas Penitentiary. 
I hope to install electric fans in the 
working rooms at McAlester, where 
there is danger of the men becoming 
overheated during the hot weather.” 

Miss Bernard will lay a report of’ her 
investigations before the Governor on 
his return. She will make no effort to 
criticise the officials of the Kansas 
prison, she‘says, but will tel) the facts 
as she found them. Miss’ Bernard 
heartily favers bringing the prisoners 
home and working them on the roads. 

The contract with Kansas for the cus- 
tedy of Oklahoma prisoners expires in 
about four months.

The public schools of St. Louis will 
@pen for the year Tuesday, Sept. 8, and 
according to Superintendent Ben Blew- 
ett, will be better equipped than ever 
before to take care of the children of the 
city. There ‘will be a number of new 
ward schools ready for use Tuesday, anu 
a new high schoo! is in process of con- 
struction. It will be ready (for occu- 
pancy some time during the year. The 
Board of Education is preparing to ac- 
cemmodate 85,000 pupils during the year, 
and at least 70,000 are expected on the 
opening day. This will be the first fall 
opening of the public schools in the 
tenure of Mr. Blewett as superintendent, 
and he is interested and enthusiastic. 

Three new school buildings will be 
opened for the first time Tuesday. These 
are the Henry Shaw School at Columbia 
and Macklind avenues, the Oak Hill 
Bechoo!l at Morganford road and Bingham 
avenue and the Baden School] at Hall's 
Ferry road and Newby street. All are 
large buildings and take the places of 
old schools. They are not an addition 
to the capacity of the public school sys- 
term. 

Two New Schools Pianned. 

Two entirely new schools, hewever, 
mre to be erected. These are the Devon- 
shire School, at Devonshire and Mack- 
lind avenues, in Southampton, and the 
King’s Highway School, at Euclid ave- 


Bach ef these new schools consists 
of three portable buildings, as the Board 
officials designate them. They are of 
frame, and may be moved, if desired. 
They are one-story in height, and of 





simple construction. In the future these 
temporary schools will be replaced with 
permanent brick or stone buildings, if 
the necessity arises. 

Besides these, there are three new 
special schools. These are No. 4, at 1721 
Whsh street; jo. 5, at California avenue 
and Winnebago street, and No. 6, at 2834 
Morgan street: The city had three of 

hese special schools before this year.

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NOT APATHY. 

Former Senator Thurston of Nebraska, vol- 
unteers a theory that “what some people have 
termed apathy among the voters of the country 
is not that at all. It is nothing more than unt- 
versal contentment with conditions as they are— 
with the present administration of affairs by the 
Republican party.” 

Mr. Thurston is mistaken both as to the 
apathy and universal contentment. Not since 
1896 has there been more political dissatisfac- 
tion “with conditions as they are.” The causes 
“The manifesta- 
tions are not the same everywhere; but what is 
called apathy -in the campaign is only the quiet 
searching ‘of voters for an adequate means of cx 
pressing their dissatisfaction. 

There is political unrest everywhere... Busi- 
are still unemployed or work only part time, 
While the income diminishes the cost of living 
advances. ‘The’ satisfied voter is the exception, 
not the rule. “Wall streét' is no less discontent- 
efi than the ditch digger. 

In Maine the desire for change takes the Yorn 
of a revolt against prohibition; in New York in 
a crusade against bossism; in Connecticut in a 
protest against corporation government. In Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois the State administrations 
are unpopular. In West Virginia and Ohio the 
Republican party is split into factions engaged 
in open warfare. In Wisconsin, nothing but the 
party label distinguishes a Bryan Democrat from 
a La Follette Republican. 

The East is:tired of Roosevelt and bicoieeit 
ism. It is weary'of plutocratic Republicanism. 
In Kansas, Nebraska and the Middle West gen- 
erally there is an uprising against reactionary 
government, ° Bristow defeated Long for Sena- 
tor in Kansas. A bitter Cummins and anti- 
Cummins fight’ for the senatorship is in prog- 
regs in Iowa. Foss in-Illinois threatens to carry 
the. contest against Hopkins to the Legislature. 
The La Follette: men in Wisconsin talk of-re- 
pudiating the decision of the State primary and 
carrying the fight against Senator Stephenson to 
the Legislature. The radical Democrat went to 
the Republican primaries in South Dakota to 
keep the radical Republicans in control. 

Not for years have party Hnes been more 
loosely drawn or yoters more disposed to put 
principles and men above party labels. The 
opportunity of the Democratic party in the com- 
ing election lies in making itself an effective 
instrument for this spirit of protest. A great 
independent vote will be won by the Democracv 
if its candidates win the confidence of dissatis- 
fied voters and convince them that the party 
represents genuine and sound reform.

MOUNT VERNON, Ind, Sept. 5.—A 
story of @ race with a panther or some 
other wild animal, which in some re- 
spects is @ parallel to Ichabod Crane’s 
ride against the ghost, is tcld by Ben 
Curtis, a-‘professional horse trainer of 
this city, who declares that his adven- 
ture is absolutely true. Curtis is well 
known in this city as.a reliatle man and 
has been engaged as a professional horse 
trainer in this section for several years. 

Early the other morning Curtis left 
this city in charge of Lincoln Barnett, 
a well-known. racehorse with a record 
of 2:10. He was on his way to Stew- 
artsville, Ing., to put the hcrse on pas- 
ture after a breakdown. Curtis left this 
city about 12 o’clock at night in order 
to have a cool trip and was driving the 
horse tO a racing sulky. Just after 
crossing the Solitude bridge, about seven 
miles north of this city, Curtis heard 4 
strange cry, the like of which he said 
he had never heard before. 

Within a few minutes the cries ap- 
proached closer and’ became more sav- 
age. Both horse and driver were fright- 
ened and as Curtis had'no weapons he 
said the only thing he couid do was to 
whip up the horse and get otit of the 
way. He gave the horse s slight rap 
and started down the roai at a good 
clip, but the animal with the uncanny 
growl followed close behind, sometimes 
in the main road and sometimes gliding 
through the high grass alongside the 
road, and all the time emitting savage 
growls and apparently making an effort 
to get closer... Curtis gave the fast 
pacer another cut with the whip and he 
started down the turnpike at top speed

Bankers Get Security for 
‘Loans, Depositors Should 
Have Same Protection. 





To.the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice in your issues of Sept. 1 and 
2 interviews with several bankers of 
this city upon the bank deposit guaranty 
plan contained in the National Demo- 
cratic platform. Among those who were 
interviewed are Messrs. Charles H. Hut-. 
tig, Festus J. Wade, Breckenridge Jones, 
B. F. Edwards, William H. Thompson 
and John H. Cluney. They oppose what 
they call Bryan’s plan, but which is in 
fact the depositors’ plan or the Demo- 
cratic plan, and insist upon the plan 
that there should be no guaranty to the 
depositors for the money deposited by 
in banks. 

I suggest that as you have given the 
bankers an‘opportunity to write out in- 
terviews in which they advocate the 
bankers’ plan of no guaranty for depos- 
its, that you give some of the depositors 
a chance to say something.in behalf of 
their plan that deposits should be guar- 
anteed. 

The gentlemen referred to may be able 
to speak for some of the banking fra- 
ternity, but I am satisfied they cannot 
speak for the depositors. 

Depositora Want Guaranty. 

Every person depositing money in 
bank would be greatly pleased to know

The adoption of the depositors’ plan 
would increase wonderfully the deposits 
in the bank and would give an impetus 
to business throughout the county. The 
money in safe deposit boxes and in 
hidden receptacles “about the home 
would come eut and be placed in bank, 
and the country generally would feel 
a relief from the suspicion'and distrust 
which has followed in the wake of the 
so-called high financing which has been 
geing on in this country for a number 
of years. 

It is useless te argue against the plan 
of the depositors fer a guaranty of de- 
posits on the ground that it weuld put 
the Gevernment in the banking busi- 
ness. The Government has already, 
whether wisely or unwisely, established 
banks and has given them many privi- 


leges not enjoyed by State banks 97 
by. individuals. e Government has 
given banks the power to issue money 
and they do issue meney, and to that 
extent the functions ef the Government 
ere now being exercised by tha banks. 
If they are .a thing now, they 
will be a much tter thing if the de- 
positors are guaranteed.

It will not do for the 
gentlemen to say that the depositors 
“will have none of this fallacy.” It is 
not a fallacy for the depositor to want 
a guaranty of the return of his deposit. 

When a man goes to a bank now and 
makes a deposit, he simply loans the 
money to the bank without security. As 
a general rule, he knows nothing abeut 
the bank’s management, what bonds 
and securities it is buying, what salaries 
it is paying its officers, what syndicates 
it is supporting, what railroads it is 
building, or what enterprises it is finan- 
cing. He simply trusts the bank. 

If he asks any of the officers or di- 
rectors of the bank to guarantee his de- 
posit, they will not de it. Although 
they know all about the. conditions of 
the bank they will not take the chances 
they ask the depositors to take. 

No one is forced to enter the banking 
business any more than he is forced to 
go into the dry goods business. It is a 
voluntary pursuit entered for the pur- 
pose of making money, and it is natural 
for the bankers to want to retain all the 
advantages they have. ' 

Bankers Demand a Guaranty. 

But banks are not in business for the 
benefit of depositors. If a depositor asks 
the bank for a loan, the bank demands 
and must have security. 

The bankers’ plan ef ne security for 
deposits has been observed for a long 
time, and many men, women and chil- 
dren have suffered by it. The country 
has been and is now experiencing a se- 
vere, panic which was largely brought 
about because the depositors distrusted 
the banks. They were afraid they would 
lose their money deposited in banks. 


The peeple of St. Louis know the dif-’ 


ficulty, {nconvenience and hardships 
produced by the action of the banks in 
refusing payment te depositors during 
the past year. It was an object lesson 
to them. 

I dare say there is not a lawyer in 
St. Leuis but who, in many instances, 
advised depositors against the institu- 
tion of legal proceedings against banks 
for the recovery of money deposited. 
The legal profession ef the country 
kept the banks from geing under. They 
would net bring sults against them. 

Has Right to Thetr Money. 

The depositors had a right te demand 
their money and te enforce its return 
by legal proceedings, but it is wel! 
known to everyone that legal proceed- 
ings by the depositors would have 
broken most of the banks in the coun- 
try. If the depositors’ plan of guar- 
anty of depesits had been in force, 
there would have been no panic. The 
people would net have withdrawn their 
money frem the banks. 

The bankers’ plan of no guaranty 
fer deposits produces fear and distrust, 
and this causes the withdrawal of 
money en deposit. 

One of the gentlemen referred to says 
the depositors’ plan is one-sided: The 
present system, or the bankers’ plan of 
no guaranty for deposits is decidedly 
that way. It is to destroy this one- 
sidedness in favor of the bankers that 
the depositors feel that they should 
have a guaranty of their deposits. The 
depositors are pene willing to abate 
in a smal] measure the interest which 
they receive on their deposits in oruer 
to have them guaranteed. 


Good Banks and Bad Banks, 


The argument made by the gentle- 
men that the depositors’ plan of guar- 
anty would ~lace all banks on the 


same footing and would pull the good }. 


banks down to the level of the bad 
Ones, is unsound. The depositors’ plan 
of guaranty would not pull the good 
banks: down, but would pull the bad 
banks up to the high plane of the 
g@00d banks. The public generally 
would be benefitted thereby. The bad 
banks would be eliminated, 

The suggestion made by the gen- 
tlemen is an admission that there are 

me bad banks. How is it to be de- 
termined which are the good banks 
and which are the bad banks? They 
all claim to be good banks, and all 
are Free banks untt! they are bursted 

All bursted banks are bad banks. 
The law against larceny was not en- 
acted with reference to the honest 
man. It was enacted in order that the 
dishonest man who commits larceny 
may be punished. The depositors do 
not want to take any chances against 
bad banks. They therefore wish to 
eliminate them by the adoption of the 
depositors’ guaranty plan. The go 
banks should assist them in bringing 
about this result. 

Stricter Rutes Needed. 
The speculation in this country and 


manipulstion of stocks and bonds and 
the launching upon the public of vast 
enterprises, some good and some bad, 
in which banke and. trust companies 
throughout the country have had a 
conspicuous part, make it necessary to 
have stricter rules for the govern- 
ment of banks and for the security of

As to the comment, it may be the re- 
sult of ignorance of true conditions, 
for the subjects cannot be overdrawn. 

“The persons I described do exist. I 
won't say that I meant to describe New 
York society. Some of my critics have 
said that I probably know much more 
about the social life in Chicago than 
[ do about New York’s ‘400,’ I don’t 
care to discuss that. None of the char- 
acters were drawn from lifé. But if the 
book strikes others as it does me, they 
can readily judge the truth of it for 
themselves. 

Conceived in Subway. 

“y conceived the idea of the book While 
riding in the Subway here in New York. 
My first experience in the crush I shall 
never forget. After paying my fare and 
being almost carried along through the 
gate to the platform and into the stuffy 
conveyance, I feel like qne of many hogs 
packed into a car. 

“The fact at onge impressed me that 
this was a glaring example of the greed 
of the rich. The newest transportation 
line in the country was packed to near- 
ly three timea& its decent capacity to fill 
the pockets of the rich. 

‘“Where does the money go? Much of 
it goes into trappings for the few to 
ride in overhead.

SHAW'S GARDEN 
IS OPEN TODAY: 
“MANY. EXHIBITS 
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Cannas in Blossom as Never 
Seen Before. 





Visitors to the semi-annual Sunday 
opening of Shaw's Garden today will see 
the beautiful Japanese clematis in 
bloom. This is the season of the year 
when these vines, known as “Virgin's 
bower,’’ shoot forth their blossoms of 
pure white in bewildering effect. Shaw’s 
Garden contains many. The walls of 
nearly every building are almost con- 
cealed beneath these floral shields. 
Prof. William Trelease, director of the 
“warden, says the clematis never bloomed 
prettier than the plants are doing now. 
Another feature are the cannas. There 
arc. large beds of these delicate flowers, 
which have been carefully nourished for 
Sinday’s crowd. An Alton attorney, L. 
D. Yager, who is an *expert in canna 
growing, presented many specimens, 
Yuceas Blooming Late, 
Then there is the Spanish bayonet, or 
yucca. This usually flowers in July, 
but owing to weather conditions’ the 
plant bloomed later and visitors to the 
garden can see it in bloom now. 
The painted-leaved calladiums are 
radiating their beauty als>, as are the 
lantanna blossoms in the sunken gar- 
den. Then the thick-leaved plants, such 
as cactus and aloes, are in their prime. 
A Western flower, ‘‘snow on the 
mountain,” which was recently intro- 
duced here, will be found :n the North 
American Garden, adjoining Shaw’s 
Garden to the north. This garden has 
improved very much in the last year. 
Vanilla Plant in Blossom, 
Insect-devouring plants and a number 
of rare orchids also are blossoming. A 
large vanilla plantifolia, filled with va- 
nilla pods, likewise bas burst forth into 
flovrer. 
It is expected that at least 18,000 per- 
sons will pass through the garden gates 
today. In order to handle the crowds a 
large detail of police will be on duty. 
Prof. Trelease says the various gar- 
dens of the Shaw Estate never were 
prettier than they are at present. New 
tracts have been laid out in flower beds 
in the last year and additional improve- 
ments of this kind are being contem- 
plated. It i planned to add 60 acres off 
Manchester avenue, There are 18,000 
specimens in the various gardens of the 
Shaw Estate.

For the first time in 21 years there 
will be no Street parade, but this will 
not deter the workingmen and their 
familles from having a good time. 

Instead of the parade, they will have 
picnics and athletic sports at a number 
of the summer gardens in and near the 
city. ee : 

Thirty thousand or more laboring men 
with their wives and children are ex- 
pected to énjoy the day at West End 
Heights, ander the auspices of the Cen- 
tra] Trades and Labor Union and the 
Building Trades Council, and some of 
the individual unions have arranged 
gatherings at other places. 

Usually on the morning of Labor Day 
there is a huge street parade, in which 
all of the unions participate, with 
marching men, bannefs and floats. To- 
morrow the Labor Day parade will be 
conspicuous for its absence, for the rea- 
son, according to Owen Miller, that the 
laboring men are too poor to afford a 
street display. 

é “Teo Poor for Parade. 

Many of them have been idle recently, 
and though most of the workingmen 
have been put back to work during the 
last two months, they do not feel finan- 
Clally able to prepare for a street pa- 
rade., . tae 

The movement to set aside a Labor 
Day as a holiday had its start in 1882, 
and the holiday yas first observed in. 
St. Louis in 1887. In the 21 years since 
that time, the first Monday in Septem- 
ber has been annually observed, as 
Labor ‘Day here, and tomorrow will be 
the first occasion in al] that time that 
there has not been a street parade, 

There are in St. Louis about 250 or- 
ganized labor unions. These all belong 
to two general .bodies, the Central 
Trades and Labor: Union and the Bylld- 
ing Trades Council. The lattetr com- 
prises all the unions that have to do 
with building and conbtruetion; and 1 :e 
former is made up of, all the rest. All 
of the lécal unions are affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

These 250 unions have a combined 
membership of more than 6,000 men. 
The majority of these and their wives, 
children and friends are expected to 
attend the picnic at West End Heights. 
This picnic will be the only offigial La- 
bor Day celebration in St. Louis. 


Garden Open All Day. 

The West End Heights will be open 
to the labor people all day from early 
morning, but the celebrations will not 
begin until noon. 
The picnic will be in charge of a com- 
mittee composed of Phillip Hofher, 
chgirman; John Riegert, M. Goodman, 
Richard DeBarry and M. Buckley. Owert 
Miller, national president of the Mu- 
sician’s Union, will preside over the pie- 
vic program of speeches and contests, 

The principal event of the Labor Day

A bas the rowdy ballplayer! 

George Davis, veteran of the baseball 
firing Hine back in the days when things 
were not quite so John@#pnianly nice as 
they are at present, says that there is 
an excuse for the abolishment of the 
rough-house expert of the baseball field 
which is net based on mere manners 
and common decency. 

Davis says that, in almost every case, 
a baseball rowdy is alse one with a “‘yel- 
low streak’’—and the rowdier he is the 
broader the streak. Davis has a right to 
speak on the subject, as he has been 
connected with and opposed to teams 
which at various times have enjoyed (7) 
the ‘distinction of being ‘‘aggressive.”’ 

“All rough-heuse baseball men are 
‘yellow,’ ’’ said George Davis, beginning 
an interview. ‘‘The principle of the rough- 
house player is bulldozing; and any- 
body that lives by such tactics is bound 
to have a weak strain. ; 

“Sometimes the play is successful, 
however; but in support of my state- 
ment, I may say that the head of one 
of the clubs which is now leading in a 
major league race is of the type I am 
talking about. © 

“I never saw one of those uneducated, 
rough-neck, rough-house, rowdy ball- 
players that wasn’t a quitter. A man 
can be a gentleman and still be a 
successful or winning baseball player.’’ 

Davis is known as “Gentleman 
George” and has been a rival of 
“Gentleman Jim’’ (Corbett) for many 
years. He explains the title by saying 
that it apblys to him in so far as a 
few well-meaning friends have tried 
to differentiate between the quiet, well- 
mannered, ‘‘tend-to-your-own-business” 
ballplayer and the kind that resert to 
rough and brutal methods. 


A Few Davis Opinions. 

George Davis, or “old man George,” 

the clever, brainy second baseman of 
the Chicago White :Sox, has positive 
opinions on playing and players. To 
those who are unfamiliar with Georg’s 
checkered career, the ‘‘form sheet’’ con- 
tains these fact: He was born in the 
cotton and woolen town of Cohoes, 
N. Y., several miles from Broadway, 
Aug. 23, 1870, or about 38 years ago. 
After escaping his mother’s apron 
strings little George successfully and 
consecutively conquered the usual small 
boy's desire to become an Indian killer, 
an engineer, a cowboy or policeman, 
and finally entered school. George soon 
found that his studies interfered with 
his ballplaying and with great fore- 
thought he reluetantly proceeded to cut 
out that fascinating pastime. 
After several years in amateur and 
semi-professional baseball, we _ find 
George entering the big arena at Cleve- 
land. For 19 long years we recall that 
Mr. Davis has been playing ball in 
the day time and experimenting on dif- 
ferent kinds of brain food at night, For 
brains, Mr. Davis consider the “piece 
de resistance,” the “‘pate-de-fois gras,”’ 
the “big cheese,”’ in a ballplayer’s reper- 
toire. 

“Yellow ball playing gets you noth- 
ing,” said George. “Cleancut work, 
with plenty of ginger and brains, will 
win cut every time. By yellow, I mean 
rovgh work and unsanitary language 
used on tho b:ll field. The kind that 
certain managers of today still seem 
to like. You know what I mean by 
ruugh work—jumping on an opposing 
player or spiking him, intentionally, 
trying to injure him, and using unfit 
and insulting language. 


Rowodies Always Quitters. 
“And these same rowdies ars always 
quitters—never knew it to fail. Didn't 
the Jennings crowd ‘lay lown’ in the 
championship series with the Cubs? 
Why, they were beat before they started 
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You never saw one of those bullies that 
Was game. 

“Why, I remember when I was a 
member of the New Yorks, away back 


in ‘93, when we played tho Baltimore 


Orioles. There was McGraw, Jennings, 
Kelly and a bunch of so-called scrappy 
ballplayers lined up against us. We 
were .» play seven games.

Walter Camp has an‘ article in the 
current Collier’s on the Scoring Sys- 
tem used at the Olympian games. He 
says in part:

In all the Catholic churches of the 
archdiocese of St. Louis, which includes 
the State of. Missouri, a pastoral letter 
from Archbishop Glennon will be read 


Sunday asking that all the’ congrega- 
tions unite in raising $500,000, required 
to complete and equip the new cathedrat 
of St. Louis; im addition to the. $800,000 
already subscribed. 

The letter explains that the fund of 
$300,000 consists of $71,200 subscribed by 
the clergy of the local diocese, $436,000 
subscri by about 150 from the laity, 
$300,000 available from the sale of ca- 
thedral. properties, and interest on sypb- 
scriptions already received. 

$1,300,000 Cost of Structure. 

The letter further points out tiiat the 
liabilities for work already done on the 
hew cathedral site, Lindell boulevard 
and Newstead avenue, and for the ca’ 
thedral structure contracted for to ove 
built within two years, amount to atout 
$1,000,000 and that it is estimated that 
$300,000 additional will be required for 
heating, lighting and decorating the new 
edifice. 

The Archbishop’s communication to the 
pastors of the archdiocese stateg that 
“every subscription, no matter how 
small, will be entered in the large book 
of subscriptions we have prepared, and 
thereby be preserved as a _ perpetual 
memory.”’ 

The formal appeal is preceded by a 
lengthy exposition of the Archbishup’s 
reasons for desiring a, magnificent Cath- 
olic, cathedral in the city named after 
the Catholic King of France, in which 
he includes a eulogy of his predecessors, 
Archbishops Kenrick and Kain. 


p Warns Against Impostors. 
In a postscript Archbishop Glennon 


calls the attention of the pastors to ‘“‘the 
several unauthorized collectors who go 
around among the people collecting sub. 
scriptions and donations for so-called 
Churches and charities.”” He asks the 
Catholic people to call the attention of 


seit themselves, so that “steps may be 
taken to prevent continuous deception 
and the obtaining of money under false 
pretenses.”’ 

The Archbishop further reminds pas- 
tors ‘‘that local charities are not sup- 
posed to collect money indiscriminately 
without our written authority renewe 
annually.”’ i 

Archbishop Glennon adds that it is not 
his purpose at present to give such au- 


j thority’ to persons outside the arch- 


diocese ‘“‘to come here and collect for. 
charitjes until such time as the finances 
of the cathedral are in a safe and, solv- 
ent condition. 

‘““We wuld have the cathedral stand 
as the ‘Great Charity’ in this diocese 
and remain such until {ft is built and 
paid for,’’ the Archbishop concludes,

In/a letter to a St. Louis friend, Mr. 
Stewart says that the boss, for Instance, 
finds it ‘difficult to get rid of the ‘‘un- 
desirables.’’ 

“Reporters .have to have a month’s 
notice in London,” says Stewart. “Copy 
readers must have three. Telegraph 
and city and other editors must have 
three. Managing editors have to have 
a year. 

Must Not Change Wording. 

“Tf an editor says a men is a horse 
thief, the latter can collect damages, 
even though he is a horse thief,’ Tie 
editor must prove that he had a good 
motive tm saying so. 

“tf: it cagually mentioned that a 
man is an ex-convict just because he 
served ten years in prison, he can get 
damages.

OREST FIRES 


DESTRQY TOWNS 
TN MINNESOTA 


Chisholm Wiped Out and Hib- 
bing, Renshaw and Bay- 
field Are Damaged. 





DULUTH, Minn., Sept. 6.—Forest 
fires which have been burning for three 
days, closed on severai ‘owns ani smali 
settlements near Duluth this afternoon, 
wiping them out, rendering several thou- 
sand people homeless, destroying prop- 
erty valued at several muilioa dollars 
and sweeping over lands in many coun- 
ties in. Northern Wisconsin and North- 
ern Minnesota. 

Chisholm,’ Minn., a town of 4000 peo- 
ple on the Mesaba iron range, 90 miles 
north of Duluth, was completely wiped 
out. 

Hibbing, five miles. from Chisholm, 
was surrounded by forest fires tonight, 
and the city was in danger until the 
wind shrifted. The-entire northern por- 
tion of Douglas County, Wis., is on 
fire and several small settlements have 
been destroyed. 

Renshaw, a villaze % miles west of 
Duluth, was surrounded by fires early 
tonight, and there is no hope for the 
tewn. 


Farmers Driven From Homes. 

Hundreds of farmers have been driven 

their homes by the flames and as 
assage along the roadway is difficult 
Owing to the dense smoke and the heat 
of the burning forests, it is believed 
that some lives may be lost, though 
none has been reported. 

A fire at Bayfield, Wis., starting in a 
lumber yard, damaged two docks and 
the lumber company’s property to the 
extent of $700,000. 

The most destructive of the rfany for- 
est fires was that which embraced 
Chisholm in its flery grip and com- 
pletely destroyed it. 

For three days the dry woods have 
been on fire west and north of town 
and small bush fires were reported to 
the east. 

Gradually these closed in upon the 
doomed town, but no danger was felt 
by the citiz@ns, as the city is pro- 
tected on the’ east by Long Year Lake, 
a small body of water and there are 
mining locations to the west, in which 
direction the citizens believed the ad- 
vaucing flames could be stopped. 


‘Three Walls of Fire Joined. 

At noosa today three walls of fire 
joined, making a semi-circle of threai- 
ening flames, which swept toward the 
little mining town. 

The fire department was not able to 
cover a large territory, and though in- 
termittent blazes started by the sparks 
were quickly extinguished, the wall of 
flames rolled on toWard the town. 

Se quickly did the fire communicate to 
the outlying buildings that the citizens 
did not have time to save any of their 
household goods or personal effects. 

The people had ample time to escape 
with their lives and soon Ahe roads lead- 
ing from the town were thronged with 
the fleeing people in wagons, on horses 


and on foot. 


There are two roads from Hibbing to 
Chisholm and the mest direct was in 
the path of the fire, necessitating travel 


by way of the longer road. Conveyances | 


were at a premium. °° 
Revolver Wins Wagon. 

A farmer with a small wagon and 
one horse offered to take a man and 
three small children to Hibbing for 
$256. A man overheard the conversa- 
tion and drawing a revolver, he point- 
ed it at the foreigner’s head and 
climbing into the rig, compelled him 
to drive the party over the fire zone. 

‘May Fisher, when the citizens be- 
gan to leave the burning town re- 
fused to go with her companions. They 
were forced to flee for their lives and 
she was left behind. She has not been 
seen since.

The worst of it is that these novels are widely 
read abroad and readers there believe they truth- 
fully mirror the character of our women. | 

According to these novelists American wom- 
eh are untrue to their marriage vows, they 
drink and smoke cigarettes, they shirk the duties 
of parenthood, their only object in getting mar- 
ried is to gratify a hereditary trait and to get 
money with which to dress fashionably. 

The most widely read of these false and shame- 
less books in recent months are “‘Julie’s Diary,” 
“Life’s Shop Window,” “The Yoke,” “Together” 
and “A Little Brother of the Rich.” 

In each of these the character of the 
American woman, and in one of them the char- 
acter of St. Louis women, is vilely slandered.

every fashionable American woman drinks to ex- 
cess, she is untrue to her marriage vows, she is 
animated by no thought except for vulgar display, 
an insatiate desire for money, and is bound to 
have money at any cost, even at the cost of her 
own honor. ; ° 

if the picture of Amerjcan Women drawn by 
Patterson were true it would be a terrible thing. 
But the facts are that Patterson is an eccentric 
being who craves public notice and he has writ- 
ten this book to get it. 

The author of this book sees only excess and 
pomp, vanity and greed, drunkenness and in- 
trigue and a frantic quest for money in American 
society. 

The hero marries for money and to his friends 
who ask for an explanation he says: “I make 
love to her only in the most conventional way. 
{ will give her what she wants—a New York po- 
sition. And she will give me what I want—more 
money. You can’t ever have too much of that, 
you know.” 

Later he invites a friend to come to his home 
and see what he has won. He says: “Come; let 
us go in where there are lights and alcohol and 
false laughter and lies.”’ 

And when his friend asks him if his wife is a 
typical American wife he answers: “Yes, this is 
their usual amusement; something to eat, some- 
thing to smoke, a great deal to drink and the 
throwing together of people, especially married 
people, who are having flirtations.” 

In another passage the author calls American 
women “Empty-pated doll-women,” as follows: 

“Social position! What is it you mean but the 
chance to go to the garish, vulgar houses of sure- 
thing gamblers, to guzzle yourself stupid and 
talk putrid psuedo sentiment to their empty-pated 
doll-women? You live uselessly. The world were 
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better without you. You should be swept away, 
you and those like you. You ad not one jot of 
knowledge or wisdom or happiness or wealth or 
health or virtue to the world, and yet, by the 
skillful, crooked tricks of your vicious trade, you 
have filchedfrom it ease, emolument, respect, 
luxury and power, and you sit above the rest of 
us, drawing away in your hideous pride, that you 
may not be contaminated by our touch. Social 
position! To whom does society owe position? 
To me, who give it education and recreation and 
thought and happiness, or to you, who take from 
it everything you can swindle it out of, and re- 
turn to it sneers, corruption, evil example, de- 
praved tastes and debased amusement?” 

In “Life’s Shop Window” womanhood is best- 
ialized. The author is a veritable mud slinger. 
He makes out that no woman is true. 

“No one man is enough for one woman, as no 
one woman is enough for a man,” he writes. 

The chief character in this book is a beautiful 
girl, the illegitimate offspring of the American 
wife ‘of an humble and honest builder. They had 
several children, and into this family a college 
student came to board. What followed is told 
as follows by the author: 

“In the soft, long, summer twilights, when the 
fire of the brain had communicated ungovernable 
fire to the blood of the student, words were 
whispered and kisses exchanged, of which the 
builder remained in happy ignorance, and when 
Lydia appeared in the world she was welcomed 
as a legitimate child, and grew up with the 
builder’s other children as her brothers and sis- 
ters.” 

Lydia married a tall, stalwart, honest young 
man, who loved her very much. After six years 
of happy married life she meets a handsome 
Englishman. She goes to her ruin deliberately 
and with eager longing. Even the love of her 
little girl did not restrain her. When this 

clasped her in his arms “An extraordinary feeling 


of pleasure swept through her body at the touch ~ 


of his arms, and when she felt his heart beats 
against her breast. !t seemed to her as if all the 


pulses and fibers of her body had been waiting for

HALF-DOZEN Fort Worth (Tex.) society 
women, clad in modish gowns and expen- 
sive millinery, sat down at the rock pile in 
the Fort Worth City Prison ‘he other day and 
broke rocks while the convicts and guards stood 
in Open-mouthed wonder. The purpose of 
these white-handed, refined women in sampling 
the labor of convicts was to see if rock-pile work 
was too rough and hard fot female prisoners. 

At the conclusion of the test the visitors, with- 
out a dissenting voice, pronounced rock breaking 
suitable for women. Then they entered the big 
touring car in which they had ridden to the pris- 
on and were whisked away to keep their social 
—— Mts at afternoon teas and other func- 


When word of this incident reached the public 
ear in Fort Worth nothing else was thought of

SO stirred as it was by the conduct 
of that half-dozen women. :

“We will go right into the prison,” said one 
of them, “and brea« some rocks ourselves. After 
that there can be no doubt of our being able to 
say whether the present condition of affairs 
should be permitted to continue.”’ 

A half-dozen agreed to make the trip. They 
are cultured won-en, wives of prominent, wealthy 
men. Each 6f them is a leader in their se. and 
their set are the most select in Fort Worth. Each 
of them has a lUxurious and handsome home. 
Each has servants to wait upon her. Each has 
carriages and autos and every convenience and 
comfort that money can buy. Really, one might 
have said, hat Was no occasion for them to “butt 
in” ok such a sordid affair as the management of 


-—~a lot of froway, Wretched convicts. 


But the half-dozen society women thought 
otherwise. [It was highly proper, they believed, 
for them to feél an inierest in any of their sis- 
ters, no matter how wicked, how abandoned or 
how ed. If women were being mistreated 
in the rt Worth City Prison it was exactly 
right, they safd, that women’ whose position in 
the community counted for something should take 
a hand. No woman should be brutally treated ‘by 
any public officer, that they determined. 

On the afternoon they went to the prison you 
would have thought they were boundfor a fash- 
fonable reception. They were exquisitely gowned. 
in the very height of fashion. They wore the 
daintiest of pumps and hose and all the other lit- 
tle accoutrements of a woman who dresses ex- 
ceedingly well. 

The auto, with its load of feminine beauty, 
honked up to the pr‘son gate and the passengers, 
nothing afraid, alighied and went in to see the 
Jailer. He was politeness itself.'and the vis- 
itors took that as a sign. Surély, they 
thought, Bo such chivalrous gentleman could 
treat women inhumenly or brutally, Neverthe- 
lees, they were there to see for themselves. 
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The party of six was headed by Mrs. John F. 
Swayne, president of the Fort Wortn Fedeiaiion 
of Women’s Clubs. She is the wife of a prominent 
o}] mill man and capitalist, and a leading member 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The others were: Mrs. J. H. Hohn, Mrs. A. B. 
Moore, Mrs. E. A. Waters, Mrs. E. W. Provine and 
Mrs. Sterling Hart. 

People in Fort Worth know what these names 
mean. And the prison officials knew what the 
visit of the six meant. On their verdict, they 
knew, would hang the fate of the women in the 
city prison. If they approved, newspapeis might 
rebuke and denounce all they wanted to. The 
rebukes and denunciation would slide off like 
water from a duck’s back. But if the women de- 
elared against their sex working on the rock 
pile, then, the Jailer knew, he might as well 
throw away the hammer used by the women pris- 
oners. 

“We have come to investigate the treatment 
of the women prisoners,” said the visitors, and 
the Jailer asked them to say what features they 


wished to investigate first. He was told that 
the six wanted to have a look at the quarters of 
the female prisoners. 

Accordingly he led the way to the corridors 
where the women convicts have their cells. The 
visitors held up their skirts and walked mincing- 
lv. It was the first time any of them ever had 
been in such a place and it was the first time 
the city prison ever hud had such visitors. 

In the women’s quarters the visitors paid spe- 
cial attention to the sanitary conditions. They 
also met and conversed with a number of women 
prisoners, serving sentences for all sorts of crimes 
and misdemeanors. These women were asked 
about their treatment and about conditions in the 
Jail. They were rather awed by the shimmer and 
sheen and stateliness of their visitors, but quickly 
appreciating the fact that these fine ladies were 
sincerely interested in them they talked fteely. 

Having satisfied their curiosity and interest in 
this phase of what they came to see and study, 
the vistors passed to the main object of their 
presence in the prison, namely, to see, by doing 
the work themselves, whether rock breaking was 
too cruel a task for women. 

It might be said right here that work on the 
rock pile is not compulsory for the women. Only 
unruly negroes and vagrants are compelled to 
break rock. But a woman has the choice of re- 
main‘ng in her rather dismal cell or spending the 
day in the fresh air and sunshine on the rockpile.

And one day at breaking rock counts for twa 
spent in a cell. 

For these reasons many women prisoners elect 
to work on the rock pile, preferring a life in the 
open air and imprisonment just half as long, to 
the dull idleness of the cells. But no woman ever 
is urged to break rock. The whole matter is left 
to the prisoner. She may work some days and 
spend other days in her cell. i 

Nevertheless, the shorter term of imprisonment 
is a bait for the prisoners, or is so regarded, any- 
way, and the six fair visitors d'dn’t think wom- 
en should be tempted to submit to cruel treatment 
in order to gain liberty more quickly. But they 
were not prepared to say, as yet, whether rock 
breaking really was cruel. 

“Ladies, here are the hammers used by the 
women,” said the Jailer, handing the visitors sev- 
eral stout implements, each weigh'ng three 
pounds. The visitors gingerly took the hammers 
and examined them closely, commenting upon 
them among themselves. 

“Well, let’s get to work,” one of the party said, 
and the six walked mincingly to the rock pile, 
where they sat down and selected rocks for break- 
ing. 

Time us,” they said to the Jailer. “We will 
make a 10-minutes’ test.” 

The Jailer got out his watch. The prisoners, 
who were permitted to cease their labors during 
the visit of the half-dozen society women, stood 
about in curious groups. The prison guards 
loored on as though they were nonplussed. 

“Crackety—crackety—crack!” went the ham- 
mers on the rocks. It was an odd sight, that 
of the white, dainty hands, accustomed to hand- 
ling costly fans, lorgnettes and bridge cards, ply- 
ing the rough rock hammers. But the visitors 
stuck to the work bravely, and during the 10 
minutes they made pébbles of many good-sized 
roc’s. 

When the Jailer called “Time” the amateur rock 
breakers rose with one accord, shook themselves 


and dropped the hammers. They were not emi 
ing. Indeed, this was very serious business WHR 
them all, nothing to laugh about by any meane, 

The Jailer waited with bated breath. He 
what the import of the fair visitors’ dictum 
would be. For the space of a minute he was 
keyed to the highest pitch of excitement. “What 
are they going to do about it?” he asked hime 
self, anxiously. f 

He had not long to wait. The women com 
notes among themselves for a few minutes & 
then one of them, acting as sopeksman for i 
delivered the verdict. She said: 

“We give our hearty appro and sanction - 
to your method of treating the women prisoners. 
Breaking rock with these hammers is healthful 
outdoor work and not too hard for any woman of 
ordinary strength. It is not a bit harder than 
swinging Indian clubs and equally good as & 
physical culture exercise, we should say.” ; 

The Jailer heaved a deep sigh of relief. The 
whole controversy was ended. It made no differ- 
ence now how editoria) writers might thunder 
against the women working on the rock pile. It 
made no difference what reporters had to say, 
what harrowing tales they had to tell. The itl. 
est, most cultivated, most c ing and : 
influential ladies in Fort Worth had come to thi 
rock pile, broke some rocks and stood ready to 
defend the practice. 

Smiling with delight, the Jailer escorted the 
fair visitors to the main entrance, where the big 
auto stood waiting. The six clambered ifn. 3 

“We have had a very enjoyable visit,” they 
said, “and have learned a great deal we did not 
know before. Remember, you can depend on us 
now.” 

“Thank you,” said the Jailer, bowing. And 
away went the big machine with the horn honk- 
ing merrily. 

By night the news was all over Fort Worth, 
Everybody was talking about what the notable 
six had done, and everybody knew that they had 
approved of women working on the rock pile- 
And, as might have been expected, the verdict of. 
the six was accepted without protest by the whole’ 
population of Fort Worth. The question was 
settled. The controversy about the female pris- 
oners and the rock pile was a closed incident. 
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A fire was caused by sea waves some few years 
ago on the western coast of Ireland. The rocks 
along this coast, which the huge Atlantic roll- 
ers have for centuries been slowly breaking down 
and piercing with great caverns, contain in their 
depths masses of fron pyrites and alum. At one 
part of the coast the water penetrated to these, 
and a rapid oxidization took place, which pro- 
duced a heat flerce enough to set the whole cliff 
on fire. For weeks the rocks burnt like @ regular 
volcano, and great clouds of smoke and vapor 
rose high in the air. When at Yast the fire died 
out, great masses of lava and clay burnt to brick 
were found in every direction. 
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Sponge Fishing Off 


For a number of years Key West, Fla., virtually 
monopolized the sponge business in this country. 
Seven years ago the sponge fleet of Florida con- 
sisted of 156 vessels of over five tons and 228 
small sloops ranging from two to five tons. In 
all of these almost 2250 people were employed. 
The total value of the investment in the business 
was $594,600, while the value to the spongers of 
the sponges secured in the same year was $570,- 
000. Four-fifths of the men, vessels, boats and 
catch belonged to Key West. 

Each sponging ship carried an odd number of 
men, from three to thirteen. The odd man is 
ustfally the cook, and he stays on board the 
vessel to work it while the others are sponging. 
When they arrive at the sponging grounds the 
small boats are thrown overboard and two men 
take their places in each boat. The one in 
charge of the boat is called the “hooker,” and his 
business it Is to discover and hook the sponges, 
while the other man, or “seuller,”” maneuvers the 
boat according to the directions of the “hooker.” 
These small craft are as light as possible, so as 
to be easily and quickly launched from the ves- 
se] and hauled in again. 

Sponging is carried on ordinarily at a depth of 
from 15 to 30 feet of water. When the hooker 
is ready for work he ties the water glass to 
a hook on the side of the boat, and then plac- 
ing the glass on the surface of the water, he leans 
out over the side of the boat, putting his head 


: 


down near the glass, from which, if the water is 


clear, he can see the bottom very plainly for a, 


considerable distance on all sides. When he sees 
a good sponge he gives a quick command, and 
his companion, the sculler, sends the boat in the 
desired direction. 

Meantime the hooker has plunged his hook into 
the water, and as soon as he is in reach he s*ill- 
fully inserts the hook under the sponge, detaches 
it with a quick turn of the wrist and throws 
it into the boat. Then the search is resumed for 
others. Care must be taken not to let the sponge 
get loose from the hook, as it is almost impos- 
sible to get it back again. Sponees which have 
gotten off the hook after being pulled loose be 
come wanderers and are known @s :cllers or 
“rolling Johnnies” from their habit of rolling on 
the bottom. 

The hooker must be able to distinguish be- 
tween the different varieties of sponges at what- 
ever depths he may be fishing. And this is often 
a difficult thine to do, owing to the many worth- 
less sponges growing on the ground, although to 
an inexperienced eye they are superior to those 
the hooker brings up. 

When the sponges are brought to the vessel 
they are deposited on the deck and placed in 
their natural uprizht position, so as to let the 
animals die and allow the gurry or slimy mac- 
ter with which the sponges are coated to run off.

what different thing from the black, slimp ob- 
ject lying upon the deck—and the animal matter 
these sponges give off while on the deck for sev- 
eral days is an o*fense to fastidious nostrils. Plea- 
sure boats in Florida always pass to windward 
of a vessel with sponges on her deck. 

At different places along the coast the spongers 
have built in the sheltered waters of the keys 
what they call “kraals,” about 10 feet square, 
and made of wattled stakes. The spongers usual- 
Iv return to these kraals on Friday evening or 
Saturday morning, when the week's catch is de- 
posited *here. 

Meantime the previous week’s catch bes been 
soaring in the kraal for the last seven days. 
These are taken out and beaten, though still wet, 
with a short wooden paddle to dgive out the ds- 
composed animal matter. Any of the black scum 
adhering after this treatment is scraped off with 
a knife. The sponges are then squeezed and 
strung, according to species and size, on a piece 
of coarse string about six feet long. They are 
‘hen ready for sale, the method of which is one 
of the most peculiar business processes in the 
United States. Sponges are now sold at either 
Key West or Tarpon Sponges, and early in the

Roosevelt's Enthusiastic Comment 


lion hunting in Eastern Africa which decid- 

ed President Roosevelt to go to the same 
place and hunt lions as soon as his term of office 
should expire. 

This story fs called, “The Man-Eaters of Tsavo.”’ 
It was written by Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Pat- 
terson of the British Army. It was first printed 
in The. Field, an English newspaper. It was sent 
to President Koosevelt by F. C. Selous of Worp- 
lesdon, Surrey, England, himself a great lion 
‘hunter, who said of this story by Col. Patterson: 

“No lion story I have ever heard or read equals 
in its long-sustained and dramatic interest the 
story of the Tsavo man-eaters as told by Col. 
Patterson. 

“After I made the acquaintance of President 
Roosevelt I told him all I remembered about it, 
and he was so deeply interested in the story—as 
he is in all true. stories of the nature and char- 
acteristics of wild animals—that he ‘begged me 
to send him the short, printed account as pub- 
lished in The Field. This I did; and it was only 
in the last letter I received from him that, re- 
ferring to this story, President Roosevelt wrote: 

“I think that the incident of the Uganda man- 

eating lions, described in those two articles you 
sent me, is the most remarkable account of which 
we have any record. It is a great pity that it 
should not be preserved in permanent form.’ ”’ 
- Bince then the account has been printed in a 
book by a London publishing house under the 
title of “The Man-Eaters of Tsavo” and a copy of 
it has just been received at the Public Library 
in St. Louis. . 

Before President Roosevelt had read this re- 
markable story of lion hunting he had made up 
his mind that as soon as he was through with 
his official duties, March 4 next, he would go to 
some out-of-the-way place and would bury him- 
self from the public and would seek rest and 
recreation at his favorite pastime of hunting big 
game. But he had not decided where to go. The 
reading of this story decided him and he an- 
nounced that he and his son, Kermit, would go 
to East Africa to hunt lions. 


A Nine-Months Reign of Terror. 


Col. Patterson had the experiences of which he 
writes while he was stationed at Tsavo. which is 
122 miles inland from Mombasa on the East coast 
of Africa. He was in charge there of the build- 
ing of the Uganda Railway, which at that time 
(1898) ended at Tsavo. He had some 2000 work-

tions of a pair of 

man-eating lions of great size, cunning, Seriehons 
and audacity, which had carried off and eaten 80 
many of the workmen that the whole camp was 
| ‘terrorized. In all these two lions killed and ate 
8 of which careful count was kept, as 
the death of every one had to be reported to the 
Government. Besides they. killed scores of native 
f of which no record was kept. He tells 


- 
Ay 


as follows of his first experience with these man- 
eaters: 


“Two most voracious and insatiable man-eating 
lions appeared upon the scene, and for over nine 
months, waged an intermittent warfare against 
the railway and all those connected with it. This 
culminated in a perfect reign of terror in De- 
cember, 1898, when they actually succeeded in 
bringing the railway work to a complete stand- 
still for about three weeks. At first they were 
not always successful in their efforts to carry off 
a victim, but as time went on they stopped at 
nothing and indeed braved any danger in order to 
obtain their favorite food. Their methods then 
became so uncanny, and their man-stalking so 
well-timed and so certain of success that the 
workmen fully believed that they were not real 
animals at all, but devils in lions’ shape. 


“About three weeks after my arrival I was 
roused one morning about daybreak and told 
that one of my ‘jemadars,’ a fine, powerful Sikh 
named Ungan Singh, had been seized in his tent 
during the night, and dragged off and eaten. 


Carried a Man in His Mouth. 


“The ‘jemadar’ shared his tent with half a 
dozen other workmen, and one of his bedfellows 
graphically described how, at about mdinight, the 
lion suddenly put his head in at the open tent 
door and seized Ungan Singh—who happened to 
be nearest the opening—by the throat. The un- 
fortunate fellow cried out, ‘Choro’ (‘Let go’), and 
threw his arms up around the lion’s neck. The 
next moment he was gone, and his panic-stricken 
companions lay helpless, forced to listen to the 
terrible struggle which took place outside.” 


. Patterson followed the trail of the lton. 
He says: ~~ “He appeared to have stopped sev- 
eral times before beginning his meal. Pools of 
blood marked these’ halting places, where he 
doubtless indulged in the man-eaters’ habit of 
licking the skin off so as to get at the fresh blood. 
On reaching the spot where the body had been 
devoured a dreadful spectacle presented itself. 
The ground all around was covered with blood 
and morsels of flesh and bones. but. unfor- 
tunately the jemadar’s head had been left intact, 
save for the holes left by the lion’s tusks on 
seizing him, and lay a short distance away from 
the other remains, the eyes starinc wide open, 
with a startled, horrified look in them. It was 
the most gruesome sight I had ever seen.” 

He tells of how the lion carried off another 
coolie who was sleeping in a tent: 

“The lion .managed to get his head in below 
the canvas, seized him by the foot and pulled him 
out. In desperation the unfortunate water car- 
rier clutched hold c/ a heavy box in a vain at- 
tempt to prevent himself being carried off, and 
dragged it with him until he was forced to let go 
by its being stopped by the side of the tent. He 
then caught bold of a tent rope and clung tight- 
ly to it unl it broke. As soon as the Non man- 
aged to gét him clear of the tent, he sprang at 
his throat, and after a few vicious shal¢s the 
poor fellow's agcniz‘ng cries were silenced for- 
ever. The brute then seized him in his mouth, 
like a huge cat with a mouse, and ran up and 
down the ‘homa looking for a weak spot to break 


through. This he presently found and plunged 
into, dragging his victim with him.” 

Shortly after this occurrence Col. Patterson 
and the doctor of the camp lay in wait at night 
to get a shot at the lions who had dragged a 
man from a circle around a camp fire: He says: 

“We took our places in a goods wagon. ‘We had 
the lower: half of the door of the wagon closed, 
while the upper half was left wide open for ob- 
servation. For an hour or two everyrhing was 
quiet, and the deadly silence was becoming very 
monotonous and oppressive, when suddenly to our 
right a dry twig snapped, and we knew that an 
animal of some sort was abont. 


A Huge Body Sprang at Us. 


“Presently I fancied that I saw something com- 
ing very stealthily toward us. I feared, however, 
to trust my eyes, which by that time were strained 
by prolonged staring through the darkness, 80 
under my breath I asked Brock whether he saw 
anything, at the same time covering the dark ob- 
ject as well as I could with my rifle’ Brock did 
not answer: he told me/afterward that he, too, 
thought he had seen something move, but was 
afraid to say so lest I should fire and it turn 
out to be nothing after all. 

“after this there was intense silence for a 
second or two, then, with a sudden bound, a huge 
body sprang at us. ‘The lion,’ I shouted, and we 
both. fired almost simultaneously—not a moment 
too soon, for in another second the brute would 
assuredly have landed inside the wagon. As it 
was he must have swerved off in his spring, 
probably blinded by the flash and frightened by 
the double report which was increased an hun- 
dred fold by the reverberation of the hollow, iron- 
roof wagon. Had we not been very much on the 
alert, he would undoubtedly have got one of us, 
and we realized that we had a very lucky and 
very narrow escape. The next morning we found 
Brock’s bullet imbedded in the sand close to a 
footprint; it could not have missed the lion by 
more than an inch or two. Mine was nowhere 
to be found. 

“One dark night the ‘familiar and terror-strick- 
en cries and screams awoke the camps, and we 
knew that the ‘demons’ had returned. A number 
of men were sleeping outside their tents for the 
sake of coolness, when suddenly in the middle 
of the night a lion was discovered forcing its 
way through the thick fence of thorn trees which 
surrounded the camp. The alarm was at once 
given, and sticks, stones and firebrands were 
hurled at the intruder. All was of no avail, how- 
ever, for the lion burst into the midst of the ter- 
rified group, seized an unfortunate wretch amid 
the cries and shrieks of his companions, and 
dragged him off through the thick thorn fence. 
He was joined outside by the second lion, and 
so daring had the two brutes become that they 
did not trouble to carry their victim any further 
away, but devoured him within thirty yards of 
the tent where he had been ‘seized. Although 
several shots were fired in their direction, they 
took no notice of these and did not attempt to 
move until their horrible meal was finished. 

“After this occurrence I sat up every night for 
over a week, hoping to get a shot, but all in vain. 
This constant night watching was most dreary 
and fatiguing work, but I felt that it was a duty 
that had to be undertaken, as the men naturally 
looked to me for protection. 


‘‘l Could Hear the Crunching Bones.”’ 


“In the whole of my life I have never exper!- 
enced anything more nerve-shaking than to hear 
the deep roars of these dreadful monsters grow- 
ing gradually nearer and nearer, and to know 
that some one or other of us was doomed to be 
their victim before morning dawned. Once they 
reached the vicinity of the camps, the roars com- 
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pletely ceased and we khew that they were staln 
ing for their prey. Shouts would then pass from 
camp to camp: ‘Beware,- brothers, the devil is 
coming.’ But the warning cries. would prove of 
no avail, and sooner or later agonizing shrieks 
would break the silence and another man would 
‘be missing from rollcall next morning. 


“I have a very vivid recollection of one par- 
ticular night when the brutes seized a man from 
the railway station and brought him close to my 
camp to devour. I could plainly hear them 
crunching the bones, and the sound of their 
dreadful purring filled the air and rang in my ears 
for days afterward. The terrible thing was to 
feel so helpless; it was useless to attempt: to go 
out, as, of course, the poor fellow was dead. and 
in addition it was so pitch dark as to make it im- 
possible to see anything.”’ 

Col. Patterson tells how the nightly attacks of 
the lions spread such a reign of terror through 
the camps that the coolies all deserted in a 
body: 

“Now, the bravest men in the world, much less 
the ordinary Indian coolie, will not stand con- 
stant terrors of this sort indefinitely. The whole 
district was by this time thoroughly panic strick- 
en, and I was not at all surprised, therefore, to 
find on my return to camp that the men had all 
struck work and were waiting to speak to me. 
When I sent for them they flocked toe my ‘boma’ 
in a body and stated that they would not remain 
at Tsavo any longer for anything or anybody; 
they had come from India on an agreement to 
work for the Government, not to supply food for 
either lions or ‘devils.’ No sooner had they de- 
livered this ultimatum than a regular stampede 
took place. Soon hundreds of them stopped the 
first passing train by throwing themselves on the 
rails in front of the engine, and then swarming 
onto the trucks and throwing in their posses- 
sions any how, they fled from the accursed spot. 


Stalked by a Lion at Midnight. 


“After this the railway works were completely 
stopped; and for the next three weeks practically 
nothing was done but build ‘lion proof’ huts for 
those workmen who had had sufficient courage to 
remain. It was a strange and amusing sight to 
see these shelters perched on the top of water 
tanks, roofs and girders—anywhere for safety— 
while some went even so far as to dig pits inside 
their tents, into which they descended at night, 
covering the top over with big logs of wood. 
Every good-sized tree in the camp had as many 
beds lashed onto it as the branches would bear.” 

Col. Patterson tells of many attacks of the 
lions, which grew bolder and bolder as time went 
along, and of his many unsuccessful hunts for 
them. One of the most thrilling of these inci- 
dents was when he camped all night in the wilds. 
hoping to get a shot at the lions and they came 
very near getting him instead. 


“At sundown I took up my position in the 
‘machan’ about twelve feet high and composed 
of four poles stuck into the ground and inclined 
toward each other at the top, where a plank was 
lashed to serve as a seat. Darkness fell almost 
immediately, and everything became extraordi- 
narily still. The silence of an African jungle on 
a dark night needs to be experienced to be re- 
alized; it is most impressive, especially when.one 
is absolutely alone and isolated from one’s fel- 
low creatures, as I was then. The solitude and 
stillness, and the purpose of my vigil, all had 
their effect on me, and from a condition of 
strained expectancy I gradually fell into a dreamy 
mood which harmonized well with my surround- 
ings. Suddenly I was startled out of my reverie 
by the snapping of a twig; and, straining my 
ears for a further sound, I fancied I could hear 
the rustling of a large body forcing its way 
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tnrough the bush. ‘The man-eater,’ I thought to 
myself. ‘Surely I shall bag one of the brutes.’ 
Profound silence again succeeded. I sat on my 
eyrie like a statue, every nerve tense with ex- 
citement. Very soon, however, all doubt as to 
the presence of the lion was dispelled. A deep, 
long-drawn sigh—sure sign of hunger—came up 
from the bushes, and the rustling commenced 
again as he cautiously advanced. In a moment 
or two a sudden stop, followed by an angry 
growl, told me that my presence had been no- 
ticed, and I began to fear that disappointment 
awaitc | me once more. 

“But no; matters quickly took an unexpected 
turn. The hunter became the hunted; and in- 
stead of making off or coming for the bait pre- 
pared for him, the lion began stealthily to stalk 
me. For about two hours he horrified me by 
slowly creeping round and round my crazy struc- 
ture, gradually edging his way nearer and near- 
er.’ Every moment I expected him to rush it: and 
the staging had not been constructed with an 
eye to such a possibility. If one of the rather 
flimsy poles should break, or if the Mon could 
spring the 12 feet which separated me from the 
ground—the thought was scarcely a pleasant one. 
I began’ to feel distinctly ‘creepy,’ and heartily 
repented my folly in having placed myself in 
such a dangerous position. I kept perfectly still, 
however, hardly daring to even blink my eyes; 
but the long-continued strain was beginning to 
tell on my nerves, and my feelings may be better 
imagined than described when, about midnight, 
suddenly something came flop and struck me on 
the back of the head. For a moment I was so 
terrified that I nearly fell off the plank, as I 
thought the lion had sprung on me from behind. 
Regaining my senses in @ second or two I re- 
alized that I had been hit by nothing more for- 
midable than an owl. 

“after this I again Kept as still as I could, 
mbling with excitement, and 
in a short while I Reard the lion begin to creep 
stealthily toward me. [I could barely make out 
his form as he crouched among the whitish un- 
dergrowth; but I saw enough for my purpose, and 
before he could come any nearer I took careful 
aim’ arid pulled the trigger. The sound of the 
shot was followed by a most terrific roar, and 
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then I could hear. him leaping about in ull direc- 
tions. I was no longer able to see him, as his 
first bound had taken him into the thick bush; 
but to make assurance doubly sure, I kept blazing 
away in the direction in which I heard him 
plunging about. At length came a series 
mighty groans, gradually subsiding into mighty, 
deep sighs, and finally ceasing, altogether; and I 
felt convinced that one of the ‘devils’ who had so 
long harried us would. trouble us no more.” 

This lion measured 9 feet 8 inches from tip of 
nose to tip of tail, and he stood 3 feet 9 inches 
high, and it took eight men to carry him back to 
camp. :

For some months past there has been expressed 
in the “Letters from the People” column of the 
daily Post-Dispatch a widespread interest in the 
cost of living. Letters on this subject by the 
ome have been mailed to the editer of that col- 

In these letters many a knotty problem of life 
has been discussed with homely wisdom. with 
high courage, or with a tone of bitterness, reveal- 
ing the despair that cankered in the heart of the 
writer. These letters have laid bare many a 
tragedy, many a bravely borne bit of suffering 
and many a contest won at the cost of a des. 
perate struggle. 

They have given a glimpse of how, beneath the 
gloss of culture and the sheen of the city’s 
wealth, there is a harking back to “first prin- 
ciples”—the old, old, weary struggle for survival. 

Among the letters received and published by 
the Post-Dispatch many have given facts and 
figures from the domestic ledger, showing to a 
nickel what the expenses of the table are in cer- 
tain households. The provisions purcnased have 
been itemized and the cost of each artic'e set 
down, the average daily outlay being computed. 
Thirty cents a day has been the minimum and 
the statement that there were families in St. 
Louis living on the sum daily has shocked some 
persons and been disputed by others 

There have been letters written rebuking those 
who revealed that the family larder was susta!ned 
on 30 cents a day. These rebukes have been 
grounded on a fear that employers, learning that 
human beings could subsist on so smal’ a mite, 
accordingly. Thus, a sort of 
controversy has sprung up, full of all sorts of 
suggestions, theories, ideas, hopes, aspirations 
borrows and passions.

The St. Louis Darby and Joan are natives of 
Poland. Just when they were born they do not 
know themselves, but those who know them best 
are confident that both were able to walk and 
talk when Napoleon’s star waned. 

They migrated to America more than half a 
century ago and settled in St. Louis. Some fifty 
years ago they met and were wed. His name 
is John Szrambek and hers is: Marianna. 

They loved liberty, Poland and religion. They 
came to America seeking liberty, but in language 
and faith they clung tenaciously to what they 
had known in childhood, the Polish tongue and 
the Catholic worship. In all the years of their 
residence in the United States they never have 
learned the English language. 

John was a strong man, a stone cutter by trade. 
All day long he plied the hammer and chisel and 
shaped the granite beneath his skillful blows. In 
the evening, weary of body but light of heart, 
he hurried home, where Marianna had the table 
spread and was awaiting him with a beaming 
face. It was happy in the little home then, when

Two babies were born to them and were given

tributed much, not only to the saving of 
human life, but to the accumlation of wealth 
and the diffusion of comfort. | 

Millions of francs are saved annually to the 
French nation in the interest of her wine indus- 
tries, conducted along the lines suggested by Pas- 
teur. There was a time when the wines of 
France were liable to turn bitter or sour. No one 
could tell whether the wine of a given year would 
turn out good or bad. Ruin threatened the whole 
ee acta district of France on one occa- 
sion. 

Pasteur discovered that whenever the wine was 
spoiled he could find in it certain micro-organ- 
isms. He proved that it was these organisms 
that destroyed the wine by producing a certain 
kind of fermentation. He next ascertained that 
they could be destroyed by heating to a tempera- 
ture not at all harmful! to the wine itself. By this 
simple process the grape growers were enabled 
to avoid the degeneration of their product. 

The silk producers of France and Italy also owe 
to Pasteur much of their prosperity. The silk 
worms became afflicted with a parasite that killed 
them before*they had spun their silk. Through 
incessant study, combined with a remarkable in- 
sight, Pasteur discovered just at what stage of 


| T IS a truism that scientific research has con- 


the life of the silk worm the parasite might be 
destroyed. 

An interesting instance of what science can do 
against apparently overwhelming odds occurred 
in the plains of Thessaly. The crops of that dis- 
trict of Greece were threatened some years a0 
with entire destruction by swarms of field mice. 
Every effort at destroying them proved ineffi- 
cient, and finally Pasteur was appealed to. He re- 
ferred his correspondence to Loeffler, whose re- 
searches among disease microbes have attracted 
world-wide attention, and the Athenian Govern- 
ment finally invited Loeffler to Athens. where, 
after some experimentation, he determined upon a 
line of procedure. 

Pieces of bread Were prepared, each of which 
contained numbers of certain micro-organisms 
known to be extremely deadly to mice, producing 
in them a disease much like typhoid fever. The 
same microbes, if eaten by man or by domestic 
animals, are absolutely harmless, This bait was 
placed freely within the reach of the wild mice, 
and at the same time other mice inoculated with 
the bacili were turned loose, that their dead 
bodies might be eaten by the others. 

In this way the disease was quickly distributed. 
Nine days after the baiting the mice had entirely 
ceased to show themselves, and further injury. to 
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the crops was averted. Other districts were sub-

Curious Compass Plant 


of the West 


NE of the most curious of the world’s plants 
() is found in the rich prairies of the Missis- 


sippi Valley from Minnesota to Texas. It 


is the compass plant. 
Silphium laciniatum, which was first called to 


the attention of the scientific world by Gen. (then 


Maj.) Benjamin Alvord, in 1842, and which re- 
ceived its name from the curious property ex- 
hibited oy its leaves of presenting their faces to 
the rising and setting sun. This remarkable spe- 
cies is a perennial plant of the order of Compos- 
itae. The first year it bears only radial leaves; 
the second, year and after it is a flowering herb, 
with four or five leaves from twelve to thirty 
inches in length on the stem. 

The polarity of the leaves of this plant was 
known to hunters and settlers long before Gen. 


Alvord discovered it, and they would resort to it. 


when lost in the prairies on dark nights, as? by 
feeling of its leaves they could easily get their 
bearings. Many lives have doubtless been saved 
by this plant. 

The world will soon be able to rest in peace, 
for since the discovery of the “weather plant” by 
the alleged movements of which its discoverer, 
Prof. J. F. Nowack, asserts he is able not only 
to foretell the weather, but, what is more impor- 
tant still, warn of forthcoming storms, cyclones, 
earthquakes, firedamps and volcanic eruptions, 
no one needs to sit up o’ night wondering wher 
the next great catastrophe will strike. He wil 
receive news from the plant seven to twenty-eight 
days in advance, and can prepare himself accord- 
ingly. 

The plant, which bears the scientific name of 
Abrus precatorius noblis, is a native of Cuba, 
and it is not at all striking in appearance. It 
bears no flowers, and merely consists of a long 
stalk, from which branch numerous twigs con- 


‘taining rows of delicate-looking leaves. The 
leaves frequently change color or close altogether, . 


while the twigs bend themselves into curious po- 
sitions for some, to the uninitiated, unknown rea- 
son, which the discoverer says he is able to read 
and interpret. : 

He declared that the plant is highly sensitive 
to electric and magnetic influences, and that 
by being able to Interpret the movements of the 
plant in response to the electric currents between 
the earth and the sun he is enabled to predict 
great convulsions of nature. He claims to have 
foretold by means of this plant, as far back as 
1892, the earthquakes in San Francisco and Ja- 
maica, and the volcanic eruptions in Martinique, 
Japan and Italy. None of the Government Weath- 
er Bureau stations has been closed as yet, how- 
ever. 

One of the commonest roadside plants of cer- 


tain parts of Asia is the sensitive plant (Mimosa — Fi 
sensitive), which grows in profusion in wuste 


places and on banks by the wayside. It is a very 


low, spreading plant, seldom raising higher than —

the smoke and din of the city mark a new 
era in the lives of St. Louis wealthy men. This 
movement is illustrated in ““‘Wildwood,” the beau- 
tiful St. Louis County. home of C. D. Garnett and 
the plans now under way for the beautification of 
320 acres west of Forest Park and south of Wash- 
ington University, where a coterie of millionaires 
expect to build palatial country homes. 

Less than a generation ago Westmoreland 
place, Portland place and the other aristocratic 
private streets represented the height of lux- 
urious and fashionable life in this city. Then 
the automobile became an everyday affair and 
rich men began to realize that, if they moved a 
few miles further away and dwelt in the open 
country, the long distance would be immaterial. 
They could reach their offices quickly in the swift 
touring car. 

In England it has been the custom for cen- 
turies among rich men to have great country 
estates. Similar customs long have prevailed in 
the eastern part of America. A notable example 
is Brookline, Mass., which is a town made up 
of such estates. 

Mr. Garnett was the first prominent St. Louisan 
to adopt the elaborate country estate idea. “Wild- 
wood” was the result. Then, some months ago. 
it Was announced that Thomas West, W. K. Bixby. 
| Edward Mallinckrodt, David O’Neill, Daniel Cat- 
lin, T. H. McKittrick and others had purchased a 
piece of land adjoining Skinker road on-the west, 
known as the “Tesson tract,’’ where they planned 
to erect beautiful homes. Other adjoining prop- 
erty was acquired, until the entitg holdings be- 
came more than 300 acres. 

Landscape gardeners were employed to draw 
up plans for the beautification of the land and 
they are now at work. It is a huge undertaking 
and will be done with the utmost care and pains. 
The cost will be $1,000,000. No construction work, 
not even the cutting of a tree, will be permitted 
until the gardeners’ plans are complete. That 
will probably be several months hence, so it may 
be a year before any building is begun. 

But when this project is completed and the 
magnificent homes rise in the great gardens, the 
new millionaire’s colony will be one of the most 
beautiful things of the kind in the country, and 
will, no doubt, be imitated and copied elsewhere 
- St. Louis County by the wealthy people of the

fine frame house on che present site! In April, 
1907, it was entirely destroyed by fire. In re- 
building, the present structure, wh‘ch has been 
placed on the old foundation, buff Roman brick 
have been used, with white stone trimmings and 
red Spanish tile roof, forming a very pleastng 
combination in contrast with the background of 
green trees. The foundations of the house and 
porches, as well as the floors of the house, aré 
reinforced concrete, which, with brick walls and 
tile roof, make the building practically fireproof. 

The architecture is a combination of Spanish 
renaissance and colonial, from designs by Francis 
Drischler, architect. 

The front or main entrance is on the north, the 
house being double, with large reception hall in 
the center running the full depth of the building. 
where it terminates in a broad flight of steps 
rising to a landing half-way between the first and 
second floors. From this landing steps branch 
to the right and left to the second floor hall. 
Three sides of this stair landing are composed of 
seats and specially painted window showing a 
Scotch forest and lake scene, with stag at bay, 
entitled “Scenting Danger.” 

The reception and second floor halls are finished 
in mahogany. To the right as you enter the 
main hall are the library and dining room, sep- 
arated by a hall entering from the west, all of 
which are finished in very dark Flemish oak. To 
the left of the main hall is the billiard and living 
room, finished in Circassian walnut. all cut from 
one log, with billiard table of same wood. All 
of the first floor walle are paneled im hardwond 
from five to eight feet in height, with the ceil- 
ings beamed in the same. The beams in the halls 
and dining room are supported in many places 
with columns of the same material. Finished 
floors throwrhout the house are laid in hardw ort 
to match the other woodwork. The seeond floor 
chambers are all finished in ivory white enamel, 
with mahogany doors. The third floor i8 finished 
in eurly yellow pine, natural. 

There are five bathrooms, all of white Italian 
marble, porcelain and nickel—three on the second 
floor and two on the third. Each bedchamber is 
connected directly with a bath. On the third 
floor are located the house servants’ quarters, 
cedar and storerooms and two guest chambers. 
In the basement are the laundry, boiler, gas plant, 
store and fuel rooms. A spacious stone porch 
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with red tile roof surrounds the house on three 
sides. 

On the south is a glass sun room. Hot water is 
used for heating and both electricity and gas for 
lighting. Acetylene gas, which is made on the 
place, is also used for cooking. The house is thor- 
oughly modern in every detail and is provided 
with every sanitary device and convenience that 
is found in the most up-to-date city nomes. 

Some of the special or novel features of the 
house are the halls, which are very large and 
duplicated on all three floors, running through 
the center of which Is an oval opening, surround- 
ed by a rail, forming a gallery on each floor, 
over which in the roof is an art-glass skylight, 
which not only lights all of the halls but ven- 
tilates the house. The bathrooms (the main one 
a room 14x18) have walls and floors of white 
Italian marble, doors of plate mirrors and win- 
dows of art glass. 

The kitchen has entire walls and ceilings of 
white opal glass in panels, or frame work of 
Flemish oak. The closets, of which there are

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Flower Seeds W orth 
Their Weight in Gold 


OME flower seeds that are sold in St. Louis 

S are worth more than their wefght in gold. 

The seeds of the primrose average 15,000 to 

the ounce, and the wholesale price is usually $1 

for 500 of them, or $30 an ounce—a good deai 
more than the worth of their weight in goid. 

But the seeds of the double-fringed petunia are 
the master seeds of the floral garden, indulged in 
only by florists and the gardeners of the very 
rich, and even by them purchased in the merest 
fractions of the ounce. The need for a whole 
ounce of such seeds is experienced only by the 
wholesalers, whose trade supplies the demands 
of communities. 

When the seeds of the petunia, hundreds of 
which could be gathered up on the damp tip of 
one’s forefinger, have undergone nature’s mar- 
velous transformation under the auspices of the 
expert gardener or florist the results are the rarest 
and most charming products of the realm of flow- 
ers; and yet the poorest among those who gaze 
admiringly upon the conservatories of the rich, 


where the high-salaried expert brings to bear upon 


their planting and culture all the science gleaned 
by modern horticulture, can afford to own and 
enjoy some of them. And that is precisely what 
the poor and the fairly well off and the passably 
rich do. 

For then, even in their smallest, earliest de- 
velopment, as they stand shyly in their three-inch 
pots, the plants that have grown from one of 
those thousand seeds, which-cost three for a 
cent, are worth from 15 to 25 cents apiece—a price 
at which almost anyone with an ambitious taste 
in plants can own one or two. 

By this time an ounce of the double-fringed 
petunias, which had cost the wholesaler $150 in 
the first place and brought him between $300 and 
$400 in the second place, have increased in value 
to $15,000, since, grown into plants, at least 100,000 
in number, they have a clear market value at 15 
cents a plant, as a rule, and 25 cents in many in- 
stances. 

But the possibilities of the tiny pile of impalpa- 
ble dust comprising that original ounce of pe- 
tunia seed were not yet exbausted. Duly culti- 
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vated until the plants were on the eve of bloom- 
ing, in all the brilliant variety of their hues, 
every one of them was fit to command no less 
than half a dollar as its market price. So the 
final, full worth of the possibilities that lay latent 
in that dust pile on the paper was $50,000. 

Throughout the country, but especially in New 
England arid New York, the splendors of the 
petunias may be seen at their height during the 
middle of the summer. It is almost the one 
bloom produced from the whole range of high- 
priced, microscopic flower seeds that attains its — 
triumph in the summer. 

But it is fit to maintain its distinction among 
all the rich efflorescence of the season, Few 
plants equal it in effectiveness for outdoor deco- 
ration or for house culture. It maintains a con- 
tinuous sheet of bloom until killed by . The 
flowers—red, purple, white, yellow and, 
star-red in coloring—had a new hue added to their 
admirable repertory last year. The florists have 
called it the “Rosy Morn.” 

Whether the florists drew their metaphor from 
inimitable Homer, with his reference to “rosy- 
fingered dawn,” or whether they discovered the 
beautiful resemblance afresh for themselves, need 
not matter. It is an exceptionally true compari- 
son, for the new variety of petunia wears, tn the 
most delicate perfection, the rosy flush of the 
dawning day, perhaps the most fascinating tint 
man’s eyes can look upon. | 

It came from the north of Germany last sea- 
son, and won instant favor. Unlike so many fads 
in flowers, whose triumphs can be counted by the 
hundreds, and whose quick decline happens almost 
as frequently, the rosy morn petunia, with its 
fringed edge and its exquisite pink shadings, has 
been more popular this year than when it made 
its cordially received debut. 

Remarkable in such an event. its price remains 
low—only 20 or 26 cents for a package of half a 
hundred seeds. That makes its price at least 
$500 an ounce to the public; but still, at the 
charges the public is called upon to pay for trivy- 
ial packets, made out of the 100,000 and more 
seeds that go into the ounce of the wholesaler, it 
is cheap compared with the 50 cents per packet 
charged for the little imported collection of half 
a dozen fringed varieties. They sometimes retail 
at $1000 for an ounce; while many double-fringed 
varieties of imported stock sell at 75 cents, or 
$1500 an ounce. 

Yet the petunia is neither the most expensive 
nor the tiniest of the aristocratic flower seeds. 

There is the begonia, household word with loy- 
ers of fine flowers, to whom its intense vermil- 
ions, brilliant yellow and orange, rosy pink and 
creamy white blooms, measuring as large as six 
inches across, have appealed irresistibly for 
years. 

Fine as are the seeds of the petunia, those of 
the begonia are only half their size; almost as 
delicate as the motes that fly in the sunbeams. 
In England, where some of the choicest kinds are 
produced, the buyer will pay $200 for an ounee, 
if such a riot of extravagance should occur to 
him; here, the charges on such peeds usually 
double. He would scarcely escape paying less 
than $400. : 

But, abroad, as here, the fine art of the seeda- 
man is called upon to split and divide the ounce, 
even for the great florists, down to the sixteenth 
and thirty-second fraction. 

All these seeds, from those at $5 an ounce to 
those worth nearly $500, at wholesale rates, are 
sold in fractions of sixteenths and thirty-seconds. 
The public enjoys their outcome through the ef- 
forts of the professional florist: the very wealthy, 
through the skill of highly paid gardeners. 

The seed of calceolaria, that strange, pocket- 
like flower, which comes into bloom in the early 
spring, with its “tigered” and spotted blossoms, is 
no larger than that of the begonia. England 
charges $100 an ounce for it there, and the price 
is $250 by the time it is on sale in the United 
States.

And yet this book pretends to paint the aver- 
age girl, and as such it is read in this country 
and abroad. The damage which one book of this 
kind can do it is impossible to estimate. 

But the most unfa'thful portraits of American 
women are painted in “Together,” a novel which 
was written by Robert Herrick, professor in an 
American college. It is an “affinity” novel. To 
be more exact, it is a story of wholesale “affini- 
ties.” Almost every one of the principal figures 
in the narrative is_now or then in love with the 
husband or wife of another. The husbands fare 
the better at Herrick’s hands. He pictures them 
as merely so over-attentive.to business that they 
permit their wives to run wild. ‘Tue wives are 
bitterly attacked, not only for their lack of love 


for their husbands, but for their lack of desire 
for children. 

In one paragraph the author philosophizes thus: 

“The flower of successful womanhood—those 
who have ‘bargained shrewdly—are to be found 
overfed, overdressed, sensualized, in great hotels, 
on mammoth steamers and luxurious trains, rush- 
ing hither and thither on idle errands. They 
have lost their prime function. They will not or 
they cannot get children. 

“They are as free as never women were before. 
And these wives are the custodians of men, not 
merely of their purses, but of their souls.” 

Prof. Herrick draws a sordid picture of what 
the American woman has made of the American 
man and then says: 

“We chatter of the curse of Castle Garden, un- 
mindful that in the dumb animal hordes who 
labor and breed children, lies the future. For 
theirs will be the land when the blond hunter of 
the market and his pampered female are swept 
into the dustheap.”’ 

One of the chief characters in this book, a wom- 
an of most unsavory reputation, is described as a 
St. Louis woman. 

In Upton Sinclair's new book, “The Money 
Changers,” it is made to appear that the women 
of America, the wives and daughters of this coun- 
try, can be bought in the open market, like so 
many fine horses, and every woman has her price.

mummies together with bitumen, with 
which the mummies were embalmed. This may 
truthfully be termed the finest paint in the world. 
In the first place, it is practically permanent, as 
well as being very rich in color. It is principally 
used by portrait painters in depicting brown hair. 
Many portraits that now adorn the mansions of 
the rich have received touches of this valuable 
pigment, procured from mummies that were rev- 
erently placed ir their tombs three or four thou- 
sand years ago by the Egyptians. 

The paint has received no small amount of at- 
tention of late. by reason of the fact that it is like- 
ly to become very scarce. At present it may be 
obtained from the leading shops in small tubes at 
varying prices, which are constantly increasing, 
inasmuch as the supply of mummies is all the 
time decreasing. True, there are a number of 
mummies still to be found in the land of the 
Pharoahs, but the beautiful brown paint that 
artists love so well can only be made from those 
bodies preserved 2000 to 3000 years ago, when the 
art of embalming was carried to its highest per- 
fection. 

When a body was embalmed it was, after other 
processes, coated with bitumen and subjected to 
a moderate heat. This heat, combined with the 
great age of the bitumen (2500 to 3000 years) has 
produced a substance which is undoubtedly far 
superior to the modern article of commerce, a fact 
clearly recognized by the leading painters of the 


day. 
The Egyptians presérved the body by inclosing 


A RTISTS now use a special paint of a rich 
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it in an inner and outer case, the outer one being 
just a plain cedar shell, and the inner one highly 
ornamented. The higher the rank of the person 
the greater the ornamentation. Indeed, it is quite 
possible to read fromi the figures and signs on 
these coverings who and what the inclosed was. 
and the positions he held. The body proper was 
wrapped with hundreds of yards of bandanges, 
about three yards long and five inches wide. 

Before the corpse was bound up various pro- 
cesses were gone through. The body was then 
soaked in bitumen, bound up in its multitudinous 
wrappings and placed in the shell. 

This method of embalming human bodies was 
in vogue in Egypt 4000 years B. C. ‘One of the 
earliest embalments recorded in literature is that 
of the patriarch Jacob, while we read of the body 
of Joseph being thus prepared and transported 
out of Egypt. Some idea of the extent to which 
the art was practiced by the ancient Egyptians 
may be gauged from the fact that in the case of 
wealthy and notable personages two or three 
months was occupied in the work. 

So effectual were these processes that after 
2000 and 3000 years the soles of the feet are still 
elastic and soft to the touch. It has been com- 
puted that since the practice was instituted, in 
4000 B. C., down to 700 A. D.. when it practically 
ceased, probably as many ag 730,000,000 bodies 
were embalmed in Egypt, of which many millions 
are yet concealed. € art derived its origin 
from the idea that the preservation of the body 
was necessary for the return of the soul to the 
humen form after it had completed its cycle of 
existence of 3000 or 10,000 years. ee

“Split Rock” Is Revived by Assertion 
of Fisheman rThat He Recently Had 
a Glimpse of Him-What Scientist 
Truth of Folklore 


Says of Possible

WN ichthyosaurus, one of the gigantic reptil- 
A ian monsters which roamed the earth in 
prehistoric ages, has been seen near Au- 

rora, Ind., according to George Wells, a veteran 
fisherman on the Ohio River. The scene of Wells 
al adventure was Split Rock, a mysterious 
— in the ecliffe overlooking the river, which 
legend credits with being the abode of an ichthyo- 


urus, 

*eThe legend in question was handed down from 
the Indians, who believed that, at the end af 
every century the huge creature, who spent the 
interim in the bowels of the earth, came out 
upon the ground to disport himself and quench 
the thirst of an hundred years b. deep drafts 
from the river. 

Indeed, Split Rock itself is accounted for, ac- 
cording to this legend, by the presence of the 
ichthyosaurus, who, it is sald, rent the rock with 
his terrific strength in order to ebtain an outlet 
to alr and water. 

George Wells, the old fisherman who claims 
to have seen the creature, is an unedcuated man, 
He krows nothing of geology or of the prehis- 
toric animals. Yet his description of the thing 
he saw so exactly f' *« an ichthyosaurus that sei- 
entists who have )eard his story have no hesi- 
‘tation in declarin’, that he could not have imag- 
ined this yarn en-irely. 

Wells lives ip a houseboat moored on tne Ken- 
tucky side of che river. His nets, however, are 
on the Indlava sid~. He goes back and forth to 
them in a skiff. Several nights since, says 
Wells, he was tending these nets when he saw 
tié@ monster emerge from Split Rock and drink 
in the river.

- The Mysterious Deep Oavern. 


“The gand and gravel throughout Southeastern 
Indiana and Northwestern Kentucky was brought 
down on the glacial ice, making this last terminal 
moraine. Having reached waters too warm, this 
ice melted and laid its burden to reat beneath the 
water on the underlying recks. Segttered through 
this inlend sea were a few isolated isleta—the 
firat upjuttings of the @ilurian perieda. Huge 
tree ferns, giant bambeo-like grasses and a lush 
of over and undergrawth elothed these isles. 
Overhead, on land and in the water's flow crawled 
and swam mammoth creatures, curious admix- 
tures of bird, reptile and fish. As the ages passed 
the islands became armor and larger, until this 
great central valley, with a mighty river dividing 
it from the nerthland oceans to the southern seaa, 
was formed. Then, ages after, with the coming of 
man—uncovered, unarmed and unafraid—the 
mammoth and other gigantic mammatlia disap- 
peared. 

“On the north side of the creek, kmown ag 
Woolper’s, the deposits of gand, gravel and clay 
had been laid hundreds of feet deep. BSubterra- 
near fires and hot, lime-saturated waters cement- 
ed this mass into the great conglomerated cliff 
from which was to be evolved the @plit Rock of 
today. 

“Among the gigantic creatures that infested 
the air, land and waters of the Jurassic period 
was the ichthyosaurus, described as being 50 fevi 
long, with the head of a lisard, jaws and teeth of 
a crocodile, yertebrae of a fish, paddles of a 
whale and trunk and tail of a quadruped. Its 
organs of vision posseased remarlable -pecullari- 
ties, being of collossal dimensions, the eyebul! 
alone being from ten to twelve inches in diam- 
eter, Before the orbit there existed a circular 
series of thin, bony plates, which surrounded the 
opentg of the pupil], This natural apparatus 
could be used to increase or diminish the curva- 
ture of the transparent cornea, thereby increas- 
ing or diminishing the magnifying power, accord- 
ing to the requirements of the animal, perform- 
ing, in short, the offices of the telescope micro- 
scope at will. 

“An old legend, passed down from where or 
whom unknown, has it that one of these strange 
creatures by some perchance escaped the genera! 
destruction and fled to a deep cavern beneath the 
conglomerated cliff near Woolper's Creek, where 
it was immured for a century, finally escaping by 
rending the cliff in twain. This i¢ one version 
of the origin of Split Rock. To this parting of 
the rocks once in an hundred years, it is said. 
the mighty ichthyosaurus goes from its cavern 
home beneath the Kentucky hills in midsummer 
to celebrate its liberation from the subterranean 
regions of the earth by drinking from the waters 
of the river. The tale is strange, weird and ap- 
perentty without semblance in fact: but. it was 
elieved implicitly by some of the Indiengs who 
subsequently inhabited the Ohio Valley, as is evi- 
denced by drawings of this most peculiar animal 
found among their hieroglyphics. 


Relics of a Prehistoric Age.

Disruption of the Massive Cliff. 


Knobley, or Split Rock, te the gateway to the 
Knoblands of Heone County, that marvelous re- 
gion of peculiar geological formations, mineral 
springs and relies of times prehietoric, made nota- 
ble by Prof. John Uri Lioyd of Cincinnati, in his 
novel, “Warwick of the Knabs.” It epmprises 
several gigantic boulders sompecod of a con- 
glomeration of rocks, sand and gravel, unques- 
tionaby of glacial origin and evidently torr trom 
the parent hills ages ago by same mighty con- 
vyulaion of nature’s forces. There are, however, 
several legends and traditions, mere or less fanci- 
ful and improbable, which purpert te aecount for 
the disruption of the massive eliff, other than 
that of the escape of the ichthyosaurus men- 
tioned by Dr. Collins. 

Split Rock is easily accessible by river, lying 
just around a sweeping curve in the Ohio south- 
west of Aurora, Ind., three miles away. [Its lo- 
cation is marked by a large rock, taking from its 
peculiar shape the name Turtleback, which stands 
in the river, separated from the mainland by a 
narrow, but very deep channel. On land, stretched 
in an irregular line up and down the shore and 
screened by a heavy growth of trees and ghrub- 
bery, vivified by brilliant foliage and blossems 
are geveral larger rocks. At the water's edge, 
just below Turtleback, a mass of rocky debris 
has been formed into a sort of natural wharf by 
the action of the currents and eddies of the river. 
The locality is wildly beautiful to the eve and 
of the liveliest geologic interest. 
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Dangers of Animal Training

docile, they may be watching, all the time, for 
an opening te spring on one from behind and pyll 
ane down.

Mary Fouts, aged 27, is America’s only moon- 
shine maid, and she is a moonshiner by birth, in- 
clination and training. Her father was a moon- 
shiner before her, and the several ramifications 
of her family hold records for battle with revenue 
officers that any mountaineer might envy. 

For 40 years the Beaver Creek District, on the 
Knott-Floyd-Letcher border, :as been a moon- 
shine stronghold, the scene of many a pitched 
battle between moonsShiners and Government offi- 
clals.- Blood of both sides has stained its nar- 
row ravines and picturesque mountain paths. If 
a record of lives sold for the mountain brew had 
been kept doubtless the greater number of notches 
would have been cut by Uncle Sam. But when it 
came to this woman, this tall, stalwart, calm- 
eyed, sure-aiming young. woman on her native 
heath, Uncle Sam was baffled. Chivalry died 
hard, even when backed by law and justice, and 
to send his picked shots against a woman was 
more than even Uncle Sam wanted to do. In 
time te clash had to come, yet the woman won 
against the law and its armed officers. 

Mary Fouts was born in the rude home where 
she now distils what is said to be the best 
brand of whisky obtainable in all Kentucky. Her 
baby eyes studied the still, and her baby ears 
learned to catch the quick, ominous whispers. 
Just as the child of the proverbial artist accepts 
poverty as the price of parental genius, as the 
child of the king believes that royalty can do no 
wrong, so this child of the mountains believed 
that making whisky without Government consent 
was the inalienable right of hill people. 

‘Her parents were ambitious for the little Mary, 
howevcr, and sent her to school, where she 
proved exceptionally bright, and acquired an 
amount of book learning that dazzled her humble 
Loman hee a “eg Se ee her love of the

; en other girls were writing notes to eac 
other in school or making paper dolls, Mary Fouts 
was drawing pictures of stills, and finally she pre-

that came her way. : 

During her twelfth year, when Lome on her 
vacation, she made a ‘run” of very fair moon- 
shine whisky in an old coffee boiler in her moth- 
er’s kitchen. At 16, her education finished, Mary 
Fouts declared against muslin frocks and cross- 
roads dances. She wanted the free if hazardous 
life of the moonshiner, 

A woman moonshinert Even bold Kentucky 
gasped. : 

Women there were who had protected their 
“men,” and fought for their “men” and even died 
with their “men”—but a woman who wanted to 
be a leader of men in moonshining, well, that was 
going some! 

A few years later Mary Fouts came into- her 
own. Her father died, and she became the head 
of his household and the manipulator of his fa- 
mous still. : 

And what was more, Mary Fouts made a whisky 
of no mean reputation. She raised her own crop 
of corn and coaxed it as only a farmer who loves 
his growing things can coax. And then she made 
it into the right sort of whisky, pure and un- 
adulterated, as 

“I would not adulterate my whisky for any 
price, nor for the whole world,” said Miss Fouts 
in a recent interview—and she meant it. No head 
of a great food factory ever regarded the output 
of his establishment: with greater reverence and 
pride and affection than does Mary Fouts. the 
product of her illicit still. And down there in 
Kentucky when & man wanis the real thing in 
whisky he demands Mary Fouts’ whisky, willing- 





a finish—and it is a sorry thing for a posse of 
men to find themselves fighting againsts one in- 
trepid woman who had been guilty of no greater 
offense than turning the product of her own land 
into cash according to the methods followed by 
her ancestors for generations And of these an- 
cestors she was as proud as the scions of Eng- 
lish nobility of the ancestors who fought under 
William the Conqueror. :

There is no reason 
why we shouldn’t keep up the reputation. They

With 
him was a picked posse—and before him, well 
barricaded by a natural breastwork of impene- 
trable rock, was Mary Fouts, the moonshine maid, 
with Winchesters and ammunition enough to 
stand off an army. 

According to the officer’s ste-y they pressed for- 
ward, and then Mary Fouts fired. She deliber- 
ately, say the revenue men, opened the fight and 
made it possible for the revenue men to do their 
duty. They returned the fire, to a man, but Mary 
Fouts was’safe behind the boulders. Onward they 
pressed, and for half an hour the mimic, one-sided 
battle raged, then Deputy Marshal Hiram Day 
fell, sorely wounded, and was carried away on a 
stretcher by his baffled companions. 

What will happen to Mary Fouts depends upon 
the outcome of Day’s wound. If it prove fatal, as 
the doctors predict, Mary Fouts will have to face 
a charge of murder without the mitigating plea of 
self-defense, and Uncle Sam’s sense of chivalry 
will not be violated.
